A  local  pharmacist  had  a  call  this  week  from  an  old 
customer,  who  thus  expressed  his  thanks  for  counsel  tendered 
long  ago  :  "  Ten  years  since  1  was  a  martyr  to  neuralgia. 
You  advised  me  to  grow  a  beard  ;  I  did  so,  and  have  had 
no  return  of  the  pain.  People  said  I  was  taking  a  fool's 
advice.    Glad  I  did."  . 

Mr.  Ralph,  who  is  well  known  in  the  Liverpool  drug- 
trade  as  superintendent  of  the  "  town  counter"  of  Ayrton, 
Saunders  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  has  been  presented  with  a  testimonial 
by  the  staff  on  the  occasion  of  his  marriage.  I'he  gift  took 
the  form  of  pictures,  and  good  wishes  were  numerous,  Mr.

The  Liverpool  Pharmaceutical  Committee  has  issued  a 
circular-letter  recommending  pharmacists  in  Liverpool  to 
dispense  prescriptions  written  by  a  newly  appointed  police 
doctor  at  cost  price  of  4i''^gs  plus  a  dispensing  fee  of  6d. 
for  each  prescription.  A  special  form  will  be  used,  and 
it  is  understood  that  prescriptions  will  be  returned  to  tho 
chemists  after  checking.  The  letter  concludes :  "  It  will 
be  observed  that  the  terms  are  more  satisfactory  than  those 
now  applicable  to  Insurance  prescriptions,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  pharmacists  will  agree  to  the  terms  arranged  and 
loyally  abide  by  them."  Opinions  differ  as  to  the  adequacy 
of  the  remuneration. 

The  Pharmacists'  Section,  West  Lancashire  Division  of 
the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  held  a  dinner,  followed  by 
a  concert,  at  the  Washington  Hotel,  Liverpool,  on  April  30, 
when  about  sixty  members  and  friends  (including  ladies) 
were  present.  This  was  the  final  gathering  of  the  Liverpool 
Pharmacists'  Training  Corps  prior  to  demobilisation.  Mr. 
J.  L.  Hirst,  Superintendent,  was  in  the  chair,  and  during 
the  evening-  the  record  of  the  corps  was  read  by  Mr.  A.  W. 
Ashcroft,  Hon.  Secretary.  The  programme,  -which  was  of 
an  attractive  and  varieil  character,  was  in  the  charge  of 
Sergeant  Fletcher,  pharmacist,  manager  of  the  Lodge  Lane 
branch  of  Boots,  Ltd.  The  evening  was  highly  successful, 
and  it  was  agreed  that  Liveroool  chemists  have  a  war  record 
of  which  they  may  be  proud. 
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Manchester. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Manchester  section  of  the 
British  Association  of  Chemists,  held  recently,  strong 
■opinions  were  expressed  in  favour  of  registering  the  Asso- 
ciation under  the.  Trade  Union  Acts.  It  was  stated  that 
the  most  fervent  opponents  of  trade  unionism  in  the  \)to- 
fession  had  gradually  come  round  to  the  view  that  the 
aims  and  objects  of  the  Association  could  be  best  attained 
under  this  form  of  registration.  (These  "  aims  and  objects  " 
were  given  in  the  C.  <i  D.,  1918,  p.  24). 

Sheffiald. 

The  general  opinion  is  that  trade  has  settled  down  con- 
siderably within  the  last  few  weeks. 

It  is  understood  that  Mr.  J.  T.  Appleton  does  not  intend 
to  enforce  the  injunction  granted  against  Mr.  F.  R.  Clark 
at  'Leeds  Assizes  (see  p.  56). 

At  a  meeting  held  at  the  Town  Hall  on  May  2,  it  was 
decided  to  establish  a  branch  of  the  National  Association 
for  Qombating  Venereal  Diseases.  One  medical  man  told 
the  meeting  that  a  great  deal  of  harm  was  done  by  the 
prescribing  for  the  disease  by  quacks  and  chemists  ! 

At  a  meeting  held  in  Sheffield  on  April  29,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  National  Association  of  Industrial  Chemists,  it 
was  announced  that  the  Executive  had  decided,  by  a  large 
majority,  to  register  as  a  tr-ade  union.  An  official  from  the 
Ministry  of  Labour,  addressing  the  meeting,  said  tliat 
scientific  workers  would  have  to  face  the  opposition  of  the 
employers.  It  was  not  quite  clear  how  far  that  opposition 
"would  come  in,  but,  generally  speaking,  the  attitude  was 
that  technical,  scientific,  and  supervising  workers  were  in 
lx>sitions  of  trust,  and  therefore  should  have  no  relation 
with  the  workers'  organisations  at  all.  That  was,  he 
believed,  the  view  of  a  very  considerable  number  of  em- 
ployers, but  he  was  happy  to  say  it  was  not  the  view 
of  every  employer. 

Miscellaneous. 

Memoeial  Endowment. — The  employes  of  Edward  Cook  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  have  collected  the  sum  of  l.OCO^.  in  order  to 
endow  a  bed  in  Queen  Mary's  Hospital,  London,  to  per- 
petuate the  memory  of  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Alexander 
Cook,  who  for  many  years  was  chairman  of  the  manage- 
ment committee  of  the  hospital.  , 

Municipal  Pharmacy-Classes. — Twenty-two  students  have 
availed  themselves  of  the  pharmacy  course  just  concluded 
at  the  Technical  College,  Wigan.  The  instruction,  which 
was  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  T.  H.  Winstanley,  chemist 
and  druggist  (SM;retary  of  the  Wigan  Pharmaceutical 
Committee),  and  Mr.  E.  Naylor,  included  visits  to  various 
works. 

Poisonings. — At  an  inquest  held  in  London  on  the  body 
of  Captain  T.  Assheton-.Smith,  A.V.C.,  who  committed 
suicide  with  morphine  in  Middlesex  Hospital,  the  evidence 
showed  that  he  was  suffering  from  cancer,  the  pain  of 
v.hich  would  render  him  irresponsible  for  his  actions. — 
Mrs.  Waddington,  AYorth  Valley,  committed  suicide  with 
salt  of  lemon. 

Lemon  and  Orange  Peeling. — The  Home  Office  has  issued 
a  ixister  dealing  with  the  steps  to  be  taken  to  prevent  and 
treat  acid  "  holes"  or  ulcers  caused  on  the  skin  of  workers 
who  peel  lemons  or  oranges.  If  the  skin  is  broken  it  is 
recommended  that  it  should  be  bathed  with  a  solution  of 
sodium  bicarbonate  1  oz.,  in  water  1  pint;  and  the  same 
treatment  i?  applicable  where  the  skin  becomes  inflamed 
or  eczema  appears. 

Irregular  Closing-hours. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  Black- 
pool Chamber  of  Trade  complaint  was  made  that  some 
tradesmen  were  keeping  open  longer  than  allowed  under 
the  Early  Closing  Order.  Mr.  G.  A.  Clarke,  chemist  and 
druggist,  said  that  the  local  Pharmacists'  Association  re- 
cently wrote  to  the  authorities  about  the  practice,  but 
nothing  was  done.  It  was  decided  to  send  a  letter  from  the 
Chamber  to  the  Chief  Constable. 

Window-dressing  CoMPErmoN. — A  first  prize  has  been 
won  in  the  window-dressing  competition  at  the  recent 
Drapery  Trades  Exhibition  in  London  by  Mr.  G.  E.  Marfitt, 
pharmacist,  Leicester.  In  Class  E,  on©  of  th3_  classes  for 
which  Mr.  Marfitt  entered,  a  silver  cup  and  various  medals 
were  offered  for  the  best  display  made  with  any  one  line 
of  merchandise.  The  judging  was  done  from  photographs, 
and  Mr.  Marfitt  was  declared  the  winner  of  the  cup  and 
a  gold  medal.  The  window-display  in  question  was  one  of 
a  pliosphorus-and-quinine  tonic,  and  was,  of  course,  in  com- 
petition with  the  work  of  experts  in  all  kinds  of  window- 
dressing. 

Cocaine  Case. — At  Marlborough  Street  Police  Court, 
London,  on  May  3,  the  hearing  of  the  case  against  A.  A. 
Toose   of  being    in    unauthorised    possession    of  cocaine 


(C.  if;  Z>. ,  May  3,  p.  47)  was  continued.  Counsel  for  the 
defence,  addressing  the  magistrate,  said  the  way  the  regu- 
lations were  drawn  up  placed  him  in  a  difficulty,  as,  accord- 
ing to  Regulation  40u,  even  the  police  were  not  authorised 
to  be  in  possession  of  cocaine.  The  actor  Belcher,  from 
whose  possession  the  cocaine  passed  to  that  of  Toose,  was 
asked  why  he  did  not  destroy  it.  He  replied,  I  had  no 
means.  I  had  no  garden,  and  only  gas  fires."  The  case- 
was  again  adjourned. 

Earlier  Closing. — Commencing  on  May  12,  tlie  chemists 
of  Bristol  are  adopting  earlier  closing,  the  nerw  closing- 
times  being  7  p.m.  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and. 
Friday,  1  P.M.  on  Wednesday,  and  8  p.m.  on  Saturday. 
The  order  would  have  been  put  in  force  some  months  agO' 
(a  canvass  of.  the  trade  having  resulted  in  a  large  rnajorit>-; 
i.i  favour  of  the  proposal),  but  unexpected  opposition  was 
encounitered  from  the  local  IrKsurance  Committee.  The 
chemists  then  arranged  for  a  deputation  to  lay  their  casff 
before  the  Watch  Committee,  w^hen  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee said  their  objection  would  be  withdrawn  if  the- 
chemists  would  arrange  a  rota  for  dispensing  panel  medi- 
cines.   This  has  now  been  done. 

In  the  Courts. — At  Mansion  House  Police  Courts 
London,  on  May  1,  Jacob  G.  Botesz,  ship's  steward,  was. 
summoned  for  having  unlawfully  concealed  4  lb.  12  oz. 
of  uncustomed  saccharin,  of  the  single  value  and  duty  of 
34?.  18«.  3rf.  A  penalty  of  100/.  was  sued  for ;  but  having- 
heard  the  defendant's  explanation  that  the  saccharin  was 
supplied  by  the  owners  of  the  vessel  for  use  in  case  of 
shortage  of  sugar,  the  Alderman  held  that  the  offence 
was  a  technical  one,  and  imposed  a  fine  of  5?. — At  Mansion 
House  Police  Court,  London,  on  May  2,  William  Hall, 
accountant,  King  Henry's  Road,  N.W.,  was  committed  for 
trial  on  a  charge  of  forging  and  uttering  cheques  for 
521.  10s.  and  126/.  15^.,  purporting  to  be  signed  by  Mr. 
Lovegrove,  managing  director  of  Charles  Page  &  Co:, 
fertiliser-manufacturers  and  merchants,  King  William 
Street,  E.C. — At  Marylobone  Police  Court,  London,  on 
May  2,  two  youths  named  Gilks  were  remanded  on  charges 
of  stealing  and  receiving  lO^  lb.  of  mercury,  valued  at 
2!.  12s.  bd.,  the  property  of  Newton  &  Wright,  Ltd., 
medical-appliance  manufacturers,  Wigniore  Street,  W. — 
Alt  Old  Street  Police  Court,  London,  on  May  7.  Charles 
Frederick  Masters  (or  Maestri),  traveller,  Cambridge 
House,  Kintr's  Heath,  Birmingham,  was  charged  on  remand 
with  having  obtained  by  false  pretences  sums  of  20/.,  10/., 
and  10/..  the  moneys  of  the  Milton  Manufacturing  Co., 
Ltd..  125  Bunhill  Row,  E.C.  It  was  stated  for  the  prose- 
cution tiiat  prisoner  applied  ito  the  prosecutors  for  employ- 
ment as  a  traveller,  offering  as  an  inducement  the  fact 
that  he  "was  in  touch  with  sojuo  of  the  directors  of  the 
Scottish  Wholesale  Co-operative  Societv  in  Glasgo'\v,  and' 
that  he  had  a  personal  acquaintance  with  Lord  Esher,  the 
chairman  of  the  Society.  Reiving  on  prisoner's  statement, 
he  was  appointed  to  aot  for  the  prosecutors  for  the  sale  of 
their  products  in  the  North  of  England.  He  suggested 
that  before  he  took  up  this  position  he  should  go  to  Glas- 
gow, where  be  could  secure  a  large  order  from  the  Scot- 
tish Wholesale  Co-operative  Society.  He  asked  for  20/.  for 
expenses,  and  was  given  this  simi  and  a  first-class  ticket  to 
Glasgow.  Withiji  twenty-four  hours  he  telegraphed  for 
more  money, ,  saying  he  had  mislaid  his  note-case.  This 
and  other  sums  were  sent  him  on  his  statements  that  he 
was  about  to  secure  an  order  for  14,590/.  worth  of  dis- 
infectants, etc.  Eventually  the  managing  director  of  the 
company  went  to  Glasgow,  and  found  that  the  order  was  a 
fiction  and  that  prisoner's  vaunted  conrection  with  Lord 
Ef.her  and  others  "ivas  also  unsubstantiated.  In  all  the 
prisoner  had  got  about  1001.  from  the  firm  by  his  repre- 
senftations.  Evidence  in  support  of  this  statement  having 
been  given  by  Mr.  H.  &'.  Morrison,  a  remand  was  ordered. 
— Arthur  JacVgon.  electrician,  was  , recently  .sentenced  at 
KoVino-ham  Guildhall  to  three  months'  imprisonment  •'or 
receiving  ft)  electrical  testing  megger,  valued  at  40/.,  the. 
property  of  Boots,  Ltd. 

Cauterisation  in  Dog-bites. — Writing  to  the  "  Daily 
Express  "  of  April  25  concerning  the  reported  refusal  of  a 
pharmacist  to  cauterise  a  do?-bite,  Mr.  W.  O.  Whitley, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Trowbridge,  says  :  "  I  myself  have 
cauterised  dozens  ...  in  the-  course  of  my  twenty-three 
years'  business  career." 

Cocaine  Plant  for  Jav*. — Mr.  W.  L.  Nederhoed.  air- 
exporter  and  importer,  of  Tokio.  Japan,  was  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, Cal..  recently,  on  his  wav  home  from  a  'ousiness  trip 
to  tlie  LTnited  States. '  He  stnted  that  American  capital  had 
become  interested  in  the  establishment  of  a  cocaine-manu- 
faoturinn-  nlant  in  Java,  and  that  he  hnd  been  commissioned' 
to  establish  such  a  plant  by  the  Dutch  East  Indies  Syndi- 
cate.— IVcw  York  "Drug  and  Chemical  Markets."

In  view  of  transport  and  other  difficulties  it  was 
decided  to  accept  the  amended  contract  of  Boileau  &  Boyd, 
Ltd.,  explaining  the  reason  for  so  doing  to  the  L.G.B. — 
The  King''s  County  Infirmary  Committee  have  accepted  the 
tender  of  Boileau  &  Boyd,  Ltd.,  for  medicines,  etc.,  at 
discounts  of  10,  ptr  cent,  and  124  per  cent,  respectively — an 
increas3  in  each  case  of  2^  per  cent,  on  the  former  tender. 
A  Long-firm  Case. 

At  the  Belfast  Bankruptcy  Court  recently,  in  the  matter 
ci  James  McClean,  who  had  carried  on  business  at 
12  Howard  Street  under  the  name  of  J.  C.  ^IcCullough  & 
Co.,  Judge  Craig  directed  service  to  be  made  by  registered 
letter,  aeldressed  to  Mr.  McClean  at  12  Howard  Street, 
Belfast,  and  by  a  similar  letter  addressed  to  Mr.  Alexander, 
appearing-  for  the  bankrupt,  a  copy  of  the  same  order  to  be 
enclosed  in  each  case.  The  case  again  came  before  the 
Court  on  May  5,  when  it  was  intimated  that  inquiries  had 
been  made  at  the  local  hospitals,  and  a  detective  had  also 
been  employed,  but  so  far  thoy  had  failed  to  discover  the 
whereabouts  of  the  bardfrupt.  The  Judge  made  an  order 
for  the  bankrupt's  arrest,  and  for  the  adjournment  of  the 
sittings  till  May  12.

Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 


A  MEETING  of  the  London  Section  was  held  on  May  5  at 
Burlington  House,  Piccadilly,  W.,  Dr.  Charles  A.  Keano 
in  tho  chair.  The  annual  report  of  the  Section  was  read, 
from  "whic-'h  it  appeared  that  the  Section  now  numbers  1,295 
members.  It  was  due  to  the  Society's  initiative  that  at  the 
recent  Paris  meeting  of  Allied  chemists  an  Inter-allied 
Federation  of  Chemists  was  formed,  the  first  meeting  cf 
which  will  take  place  in  London,  in  July,  on  the  occasion 
of  the  Society's  annual  meeting.  Dr.  Keane  then  gave  an 
outline  of  the  programme  arranged  for  the  annual  meeting, 
which  will  be  held  on  July  14-18.  Tho  headquarters  of 
the  meeting,  which  is  vmder  the  patronage  of  tho 
King,  the  Prince  of ^  Wales  being-  Vice-Patron,  will  be  in 
Salt-ers'  Hall.  The  proceedings  will  open  with  tho  annual 
meeting  at  10  a.m.  on  July  15,  which  will  take  place  in  the 
Mansion  House,  whore  the  Lord  Mayor  will  be  present. 
At  3. SO  P.M.  a  Conference  of  the  Inter-allied  Federation  of 
Chemists  will  bo  held  at  the  Islansion  House.  The  annual 
dinner  will  bo  given  at  the  Savoy  on  July  16;  in  connection 
with  tho  meeting  there  will  be  a  chemical  exhibition  a.t  the 
Central  Hall.  A  visit  to  Windsor  is  also  proposed.  Dr. 
Percy  S.  Spielmann  then  read  a  paper,  by  himself  and  Mr. 
F.  Butler  Jones,  on  The  Ei<limation  of  Cdrhon  Diisulphide . 
The  carbon  disulphide  is  extracted  (from  benzol)  by  ethyl 
alcohol,  and  then  treated  with  jiotassium  hydroxide  and 
bromine,  yielding  potassi-dm  xanthat-e.  Th°  estimation  of 
the  latter,  both  by  the  volumetric  and  gravimetric  methods, 
does  not  yield  satisfactory  results.  Copper  xanthate,  when 
this  alternate  method  is  adopted,  is  not  of  uniform  com- 
position, hence  the  differences  in  the  results  obtainecl.  Th^> 
precipitation  of  carbon  disulphide  by  phenyl  hydrazin  also 
•does  not  yield  satisfactory  results.  Another  method,  which 
gives  fairly  good  results,  consists  in  determining  tho 
specific  gravity  of  the  benzol,  before  land  after  extraction  of 
the  carbon  disulphide.  Dr.  S.  P.  Schotz  then  read  a  paper; 
bv  Dr.  Percy  E.  Spielmann  and  himself,  on  The  KaHntatini' 
of  ThiO))hc?i.e,  in  which  he  discussed  Deniges'  method  and 
its  modifications,  and  the  method  proposed  by  Paolini  and 
Silbermann.  Ho  stated  that  the  modified  mercuric  sulphate* 
method  was  to  be  preferred.  In  th°  paper  on  The  Estima- 
tion of  "  Free  Carbon  "  in  Tar  and  Pitch,  hy  Dr.  Percy  F. 
Spielmann  and  Mr.  Henry  Wood,  the  former  elealt  with 
various  empirical  methods  adopted  to  determine  the  amount, 
of  insolubl"  substances  with  a  high  molecular  weiaht,  con- 
taining a  large  amount  of  o-irbon,  present  in  pitch  on  the* 
distillation  of  tar,  a  determination  nf  interest  to  briquett'* 
manufacturers.  The  method  adopted  consisted  in  extract- 
ing nitch.  mixerl  with  double  its  weight  of  sand,  placed 
in  a  thimble,  with  benzin  and  corbon  disulphide.  It  wa«  found 
that  thf>  extraction  exerted  a  direct  pction  on  the  thimb'e 
used,  which  proved  a  source  of  trouble.  The  obs"rvat"-"r 
was  made  that  a.  diri^ct  rolationship  existed  ^^^tw^^n  the 
softening  point  cf  pitch  and  ths  "  free  carbon  "  content.  , 
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Organising  the  Drug-trade. 


Progressive  Pharmacy  Club. 

A  Conference  of  employers  and  employes  was  held  at  the 
Progressive  Pharmacy  Ulub,  London,  W.C.,.  on  May  7,  to 
discuss  The  Industrial  Council  in  Fharmacy  and  its  Local 
Application.  Mr.-  Hcrlpert  Skinner  presided,  and  among- 
those  present  were  Mr.  A.  H.  Jenkin,  Mr.  John  Humphrey, 
Mr.  G.  D.  Bowie,  Mr.  A.  R.  Keith,  Mr.  A.  Gatto,  Mr.  A. 
Jones,  and  Mr.  B.  Webster.  The -club- roorn  was  full,  and 
the  speeches  were  numerous,  concise,  and  pointed.  Mr. 
Skinner  opened  the  proceedings  with  an  indication  of  the 
position  as  it  presented  itself  for  discussion,  emphasising  the 
fact  that  London  could  grasp  the  problems  more  easily  than 
provincial  districts,  where  it  is  more  difficult  to  get  chemists 
together.  Mr.  Jenkin  followed  with  an  exposition  of  the 
situation,  pointing  out  that  any  scheme  must  be  tentative 
until  the  suggestions  of  the  provisional  Industrial  Coimcil 
are  known.  He  summed  up  his  attitude  to  the  question  in 
the  phrase,  "Hands  off  our  Associations,"  deprecating  any 
use  of  existing  machinery  to  split  the  members  into  em- 
ployers and  employed.  He '  suggested  that  sections  should 
be  formed  from  the  Associations  for  these  particular  pur- 
poses without  impairing  the  unity  of  those  bodies,  and 
added  that  po.%sibly  the  new  Industrial  Councils  would 
eventually  take  the  place  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in 
questions  relating,  for  example,  to  wag'es  and  working-hours. 
The  numerous  questions  which  followed  Mr.  Jenkin's  speech 
revealed,  in  more  than  on©  instance,  a  natunal  difficulty  in 
steering  among  the  intricacies  of  pharmaceutical  organisa- 
tion ;  but  these  inquiries  were  handled  with  complete 
mastery  by  Mr.  Skinner  and  Mi-.  Jenkin,  and  the  situation 
graduially  became  clear  to  everyone.  Mr.  Keith  and  some 
other  speakers  were  in  favour  of  Associations  of  employers 
being  formed  de  novo  for  the  purposes  of  a  Whitley  Council, , 
and  it  vvas  made  evident  that,  in  any  case,  the  employers' 
Associations  would  have  to  be  so  constituted  as  to  satisfy 
the  employed.  Tlie  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  the  subject 
of  several  critical  questions  and  comments,  one  speaker  de- 
claring- that  it  was  impotent.  In  summing  up  the  discus- 
sion, the  Chairman  said  that  he  was  anxious  that  London 
should  not  lose  its  opportunity  of  acting  as  a  model  to  the 
rest  of  the  community,  and  pointed  out  that  Trade  Boards 
could  be  applied  sectionally  in  any  part  of  the  country.  A 
resolution  was  unanimously  carried  by  the  employers 
present  instructing  the  Secretary  of  the  Club  to  write  to  the 
Secretary  of  each  of  the  Local  Associations  of  London  asking 
them  to  approach  the  County  Association  with  a  view  of 
calling  a  meeting  of  employee's'  delegates  in  order  to  con- 
sider at  once  the  question  of  a  union.  A~  hearty  vote  of 
tha-nks  was  passed  to  Mr.  Skinner  for  his  services  in  the 
chair. 

Meet!ng  of  London  Assistants. 

What  was  stated  to  be  the  largest  meeting  of  chemists' 
assistants  ever  held  in  London  assembled  at  the  Central 
Hall,  Westminster,  on  May  7,  to  hear  Sir  William  Glyn- 
Jones  speak  on  Orf,nnisation  for  Chemists'  Assistants. 
There  was  a  fair  sprinkling  of  ladies  present.  Mr.  W.  L. 
Currie,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  occupiecl 
the  chair.  In  his  introductory  remarks  he  stated  that 
pharmacists  do  not  want  to  be  included  with  drapers,  fish- 
vendors,  and  the  like,  but  desire  an  Industrial  Council  of 
their  own.  The  employers  are  already  well  united,  but 
the  assistants  are  not.  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones,  who  was 
received  with  applause,  said  that  if  some  of  their  prede- 
cessors who  had  passed  away  could  have  been  present  they 
would  have  said  we  were  living  in  a  new  world.  I-Ie  spent 
n  few  minutes  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  had  served  with 
the  Colours  in  explaining  the  proposed  State  aid  for  a 
renewal  of  interrupted  studies.  A  maximum  of  170Z.  will 
be  granted  to  suitable  students,  and  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  to  be  responsible  for  the  institution  at  which 
the  training  will  be  given.  It  is  preferable  to  have  -a  course 
of  six  months'  training,  spread  evenly  over  the  period,  than 
to  try  a  three  months'  cour.^e,  with  the  prospect  of  going 
over  the  same  hasty  curriculum  for  another  three  months 
in  the  event  of  failure.  He  is  pleased  to  have  been  chosen 
to  act  as  the  Intervie-^ying  Board  for  prospective  students  in 
London.  There  will  be  eleven  of  these  boards  throughout 
the  country.  It  is  not  possible  to  commence  the  assisted 
coux-ses  before  October.  This  fact  will  not  prejudice  assis- 
tance to  those  who  have  already  started.  A  personal  appeal 
to  write  to  the  speaker  if  a  demobilisod  man  is  in  any 
difficulty  was,  met  with  applause.  Sir  William  Glyn-.Tones 
then  outlined  the  distinction  between  a  Trade  Board  and 
an  Industrial  Council  as  ali'eady  detailed  before  the  Local 
Associations'  Conference  (C.  <&  D.,  April  26,  p.  71).  The 
chief  points  of  difference  between  chertiists'  assistants  and 
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industrial  workers  are  that  the  assistants  are  scattered 
and  the  barrier  between  employe  and  employer  is  less  wide. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  wholesalers  and  workers, 
have  concluded  that  an  Industrial  Council  is  preferable  to  a 
Trade  Board,  which  would  be  much  worse  in  their  case, 
as  one  Board  is  proposed  for  all  the  distributive  trades. 
The  Wholesale  Joint  Committee  represents  fifty  to  sixty 
wholesalers  and  drug  and  chemical  manufacturers.  The 
Retail  is  already  well  organised,  through  the  Local  Asso- 
ciations Executive.  He  doubted  if  20  per  cent,  of  the 
employes  are  organised.  Speaking  of  the  prejudices  against 
trade  unionism,  he  said  that  chemists  had  been  fools  not 
to  learn  from  the  working  men  the  value  of  co-operation. 
He  instanced  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association 
a.s  a  trade  union.  He  had  been  sent  officially  to  encourage 
chemists'  assistants  to  join  a  union,  and  would  be  delighted 
to  approach  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  within  the  next  few- 
weeks,  with  a  complete  organisation  of  the  employers  and 
employes.  He  advised  everyone  to  take  steps  to  jom  a 
drug-trade  organisation,  but  stated  that  wild  horses  would 
not  drag  a  preference  in  regard  to  any  one.  A  guarantee^ 
had  been  given  that  no  advocacy  of  any  union  would  bo 
made  at  the  meeting.  Questions  were  invited  at  the  close- 
of  his  speech,  which  la.sted  about  an  hour.  In  reply  to  one, 
asking  whether  it  would  not  be  preferable  to  have  only  one 
organisation.  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  replied  that  that  ideal, 
could  not  -exist,  as  there  were  already  some  five  or  six 
established.  A  proportion  of  the  audience  seemed  to  desire^ 
a  lead  in  regard  to  the  most  desirable  union,  but  this  war- 
not  forthcom'ing.  Sir  William  dissociated  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  from  the  distribution  of  leaflets  before  the 
commencement  of  the  meeting.  An  Industrial  Council  would 
apply  to  dispensers  in  public  institutions,  but  a  Trade 
Board  would  not.  Several  resolutions  were  ruled  out  of 
order.  The  proceedings  terminated  with  votes  of  thanks  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  speakers. 

Meeting  of  Scottish  Pharmacists. 

At  the  general  meeting  of  Scottish  pharmacists,  including-  ,' 
assistants  and  apprentices,  on  April  30,  Mr.  William  Giles, 
Chairman  of  the  North  British  Branch  Executive,  presided. 

The  first  business  taken  up  was  the  maintenance  and  im- 
provement of  local  organisation  in  Scotland,  and  the  render- 
ing of  it  more  effective.  As  to  the  grouping  of  Associa- 
tions and  the  holding  of  District  and  General  Conferences, 
the  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  : 

That  Associations  for  ivhieli  Aberdeen,  Dundee,  Edinburgh,  a.n<J 
Glasgow  respectively  are  con-venicnt  centres  should  be  grouped, 
witira  view  to  holding-  four  annual  district  Conferences  :  that  there 
be  also  an  annual  general  conference  of  Scottish  pharrnaciBts 
to  be  held  in  rotation  itt  Aberdeen,  Dundee,  Edinburgh,  and 
GlasgQ-w. 

In  regard  to  the  membership  of  Local  Associations  and 
their  relationship  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Soc-ietv  as  ths 
central  statutory  authority  in  pharmacy,  the  follo^vmg  reso- 
lution was  unanimously  adopted : 

That  -\vith  a  view  to  giving  effect  to  the  views,  of  Local  Asso- 
ciations in  the  administrative  work  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
it  is  desirable  that  membership  of  the  Society  should  be  a  condition 
of  membership  of  the  Local  Association,  the  Secretary  of  e.aeh 
Local  Association  to  hold  ex-officio  the  same  rank  as  a  Divisional 
Secretary. 

The  question  of  the  linking-up  of  Scottish  local  organisa- 
tion with  local  organisation  in  England  and  Wales  and  with 
any  general  Conference  of  the  pharmacists  of  Great  Britain 
was  next  considered,  and  the  following  resolution,  whiolf, 
embodies  the  result  of  the  visit  by  deputies  from  the  North 
British  Branch  to  the  Conference  of  Local  Associations  la  i 
London,  was  unanimously  adopted  : 

That  the  Executive  of  the  North  British  Branch,  Ix'ing  a 
popularly  elected  representative  body,  should  appoint  representa- 
tives from  their  number,  and  that  the  four  groups  of  Local  Asso-  I 
ciations,  for  which  Aberdeen,  Dundee,  Edinburgh,  and  Glasgow  I 
are  respectively  convenient  centres,  should  appoint  representatives 
to  attend  any  General  Conference  of  the  pharmacists  of  Great" 
Britain,  and  that  it  be  remitted  to  the  Executive,  ia  consnltKation 
with  a  small  Committee  of  the  Local  Associations  Executive,  to 
adjust  details  for  linking  up  the  foregoing  plan  with  the  Local 
Associations  Executive.  i 

In  regard  to  the  question  of  territorial  representation 
and  the  method  of  electing  the  Council  of  the  Society  ihei 
following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  :  I 

That  while  favouring  territorial  representation,  no  method  ofl 
securing  it  is  practicable  without  fresh  legislation ;  that  und«rl 
existing  conditions  it  is  inexpedient  to  make  the  whole  ooiiJ 
etitution  and  functions  and  charter  rights  of  the'Soeicty  a  matt«ll 
of  Parliamentary  review :  that  hitherto  the  good  sense  of  tb<l 
electorate  as  ,a.  whole  has  provided  c  fairly  satisfactory  reprel 
s^ntation  of  all  areas  and  of  all  classes  of  pharmaceutical  practice  I 
that  the  present  .method  of  electing  the  Council  should  be  oonl 
tinned  till  a  more  favourable  opportunity  for  seeking  fresh  leeiBJ 
lotion  arises  :  and  that  in  any  scheme  for  territorial  representaiioil 
with  a  Council  of  twenty-one  members,  three  at  least  should  b<l 
allocated  to  Scotland.  I 
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Leicester  Assistants. 

An  enthusiastic  meeting  was  held  on  May  6  for  tho  pur- 
pose of  forming  an  Association  of  assistants  employed  in 
retail  pharmacy  in  Leicester.  Mr.  Hind  and  Mr.  A.  E. 
Young-,  of  the  Leicester  and  Leicestershire  Pharmacists' 
Association,  were  present.  In  view  of  the  need  for  organisa- 
tion it  was  unanimously  resolved  to  form  an  Association. 
Mr.  S.  Squires  was  elected  temporary  President,  and  Mr. 
'T.  E.  Mellor  was  elected  Secretary  pro  tcm.  Delegates 
•were  chosen  to  attend  tho  Pharmaceutical  Society's  meeting 
at  Birmingham  on  May  14,  and  a  small  Committte  was 
formed  to  discuss  the  advisability  of  affiliation  with  any 
Union  or  like  Association.  There  were  fifty-six  assistants 
present.  iMr.  Hind  and  Mr.  A.  E.  Young  each  gave  a 
donation  of  11.  Is.  to  the  funds  of  the  Association.

Medical  Gleanings. 


Camplior  in  Influenza. 

During  the  outbreak. of  influenza  at  Felixstowe,  Giuseppi 
("  Brit.  Med.  Journ.,"  3,026,  p.  716,  1918)  treated  250  cases 
with  camphor,  with  a  mortality  of  one.  In  another  series 
of  200  cases  during  the  same  outbreak,  and  untreated  with 
camphor, ,  the  mortality  was  2  per  cent.  The  incidence  of 
broncho-pneumonia  in  the  first  series  was  10  jier  cent.,  in 
the  second,  8  per  cent.  The  treatment  consisted  in  the 
administration  of  pills  containing  4  grains  of  camphor 
made  up  with  soap,  in  mild  cases  three  times  daily,  and  in 
the  very  acute  cases  every  three  hours.  Treatment  was 
continued  until  ' the  temperature  dropped  and  the  signs  of 
bronchitis  or  broncho-pneumonia  cleared  up. 

Trimethenal-Allyl^Carbide  in  Influenza. 

Rennet  ("Lancet,"  Vol.  I.,  1919^  p.  440)  states  that  when 
<;rimethen]al-allyl-cai''bide  (yadil)  was  given  during  the  first 
day  or  two  of  tho  attack  of  influenza  'there  were  no  com- 
plications, all  his  patients  made  very  satisfactory  recovery. 
As  a  result  the  author  wrote  to  ten  doctors  who  had  used 
this  preparation  in  combating  influenza.  He  received 
information  of  1,623  cases  of  influenzia  treated  with  it,  in 
about  915  of  which  it  was  given  during  the  first  or  second 
day  of  tho  disease,  and  complications  developed  in  only  six 
■of  these  cases.  Tire  dosage  varied  between  15  min.  and 
2  oz.  ;  the  majority  preferred  to  give  1  dr.  every  three 
bours,  or  three  times  a  day. 

Preparation  of  Novarsenobillon  Solution. 

Anwyl-Davies  ("Lancet,"  II.,  1918,  p.  757)  gives  the 
method  adopted  at  'St.  Thomas's  Hospital  for  administering 
novarsenobillon  intramuscularly.  The  following  solution  is 
prepared  : 

Guaiacol    1  part 

Pure  liquid  glucose    50  parts 

Water  (recently  sterilised)  to  ...  100  parts 
"Tire  water  and  glucose  are  sterilised  and  the  guaiacol  is 
added  when  cold.  Of  this  solvent  10  to  20  minims  are  taken 
and  the  novarsenobillon  powder  is  dissolved  in  it,  which  it 
readily  does,  even  when  the  dose  is  as  large  as  0-75  gram. 
Xhe  injection  is  made  with  this  amount.

Essex.— A  report  presented  to  tho  Insurance  Committee 
states  that  prescriptions  dispensed  during  the  nine  months 
ended  September  30,  1918,  numbered  499,211  (22,656  more 
than  in  the  corresponding  nine  mouths  of  1917),  costing 
15,252/.  3s.  (2,649/.  10s.  Id.  moi-e),  a.n  average  total  cost  per 
prescription  of  7.45rf.  (against  6.39fZ.). 

Smethwlck.— At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  the  report  of  the  West  Midland  Joint  Committee 
for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1918,  was  received.  The 
report  stated  that  tho  number  of  scripts  received  during 
the  year  (2,253,255)  is  exceptionally  heavy,  and  is  aiccounted 
for  by  the  epidemics  of  influenza  in  the  months  of  July  and 
November.  The  average  cost  of  administration,  per 
thousand  prescriptions,  received  from  the  areas  of  the  con- 
stituent Insurance  Committees  is  shown  below.  The  cost  for 
1S18,  per  thousand  prescriptions,  is  slightly  less  than  for 
1917,  but  this  IS  due  to  the  comparratively  heavy  number 
of  scripts  received  during  1918.  In  view  of  present  circum- 
stances, as  compared  with  those  existing  in  January  1915, 
the  increased  cost  is  comparatively  low.  There  is  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Committees,  for 
the  areas  included  in  the  West  Midland  "  group,"  are  satis- 
fied with  the  accuracy  of  the  pricing  of  the  prescriptions 
forwarded  by  them.  The  total  amount  of  chemists'  accounts 
prepared  during  the  year,  in  respect  of  the  period  Decem- 
ber 1,  1917,  to  November  SO,  1918,  was  67,444/.  6.?.  5d.,  an 
increase  of  14,882/.  3s.  2d.  over  the  corresponding  1917 
period.  The  number  of  accounts  prepared  in  respect  of  tbe 
first-named  period  was  7,708.

QrALiTATivE  Analysis  foe  Junior  Students. 
A  Mixture  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the  subject 
of  the  next  exercise  in  quialitative  analysis.  The  mixture 
■will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occurring  in  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted  to  a  thorough 
systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents  are  to  be  de- 
tected, and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  substances  detected 
are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts 
(accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope,  marked 
"  Corner  for  Students  "  on  the  top  left-hand  corner)  will 
bo  received  up  to  Tuesday,  May  13,  on  which  day  the 
samples  will  be  posted. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday,  May  24. 
Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account  of 
the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents 
detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as  an  acci- 
dental impurity  should  be  distinguislied  from  the  essential 
constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

Special  Notice. i-The  prizes  in  this  series  of  analyses  wiU 
be  awarded  only  to  apprentices  or  assistants  who  are  pre- 
paring for  the  Qualifying  examination  of  tb-e  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland,  which  fact  must  be 
attested  on  their  reports.  Others  may  obtain  specimens  of 
the  mixture  of  salts,  and  their  reports  will  be  separately 
adjudicated,  but  they  will  be  regarded  as  hors  concours.

Report  on  tbe  April  Analytical  Exercise. 

The  powder  distributed  to  students  on  April  8  contained 
live  parts  by  weight  of  ammonium  aluminium  sulphate  (am- 
monium alum),  four  parts  of  zinc  kydroxycarbonate,  and 
one  part  of  ammonium  chromate.  The  calculated  composi- 
tion of  such  a  mixture  is  :

Traces  of  iron  and  of  tlis'  nitric  acid  radical — the  latter 
an  impurity  in  the  ammonium  chromate — were  also  present 
as  impurities. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  forty  students, 
and  twenty-one  reports  were  submitted  for  examination. 
The  presence  of  the  chromic  acid  radical  was  reported  in 
every  case.  The  failui-es  in  the  detection  of  the  other 
constituents  were :  (a)  Metallic  radicals :  Aluminium,  6 ; 
zinc,  1;  ammonium,  1.  (&)  Acidic  radicals:  Sulphuric,  1; 
carbonic,  3.  Four  students  failed  to  report  the  evolution 
of  water  when  the  powder  was  heated  in  a  dry  test-tube. 
The  trace  of  the  nitric  acid  radical  was  detected  in  two 
instances  only. 

This  powder  furnished  an  example  of  a  mixture  for 
analysis  which  wa.s  free  from  anj'  considerable  complication. 
That  it  contained  a  chromate  was  easily  recognised  in  the 
preliminary  testing,  and  those  students  who  reduced  this 
to  the  condition  of  a  chromic  salt  by  means  of  sulphurous 
acid  or  of  hot  concentrated  hydrochloric  acid  prior  to 
entering  upon  the  systematic  separation  into  groups  avoided 
the  necessity  of  separating  and  examining  the  precipitate, 
f'onsisting  of  sulphur  only,  which  was  produced  by  hydrogen 
sulphide. 

The  separation  of  the  chromium  and  aluminium  was  a 
matter  which  gave  rise  to  a  number  of  failures,  but  few 
of  these  occurred  who  1  one  or  other  of  the  well-recognised 
text-book  methods  was  adopted.  JNIore  than  one  student, 
however,  attempted  a  separation  of  the  mixed  hydroxides 
by  treatment  with  a  solution  of  potassium  hydroxide,  a  re- 
agent in  which  both  are  soluble  in  the  cold,  and  the  results 
obtained  could  not  be  satisfactory  analyticallv,  even 
.nlthough  accurate  conclusions  were  reported  in  some 
instances. 

The  numerous  oases  in  which  a  clilorido  was  reported 
iprescnt,  either  as  a  main  constituent  or  as  an  impurity. 


suggest  that  the  sodium  carbonate  used  in  preparing  solu- 
tions to  bo  tested  for  acid  radicals  must  often  contain  ad- 
mixed chloride.  This  reagent  should  be  carefully  tested  for 
chloride  and  rejected  if  found  to  contain  it.  A  direct  tesb 
for  chloride  applied  to  this  month's  mixture,  by  dissolving- 
a  considerable  quantity  in  dilute  nitric  acid  and  adding: 
silver  nitrate^  did  not  yield  any  recognisable  turbidity  oni 
standing.

Amethyst  and  Others. — In  a  separation  carried  out  witb 
a  considerable  quantity  of  the  powder  and  specially  directed, 
towards  testing  for  magnesium  in  small  proportion,  we 
failed  to  obtain  confirmation  of  the  presence  of  tliis  metals 
and  we  incline  to  the  view  that  tho  precipitates  which  you 
regarded  as  duo  to  magnesium  were  really  due  to  traces  ofi 
zinc  which  had  escaped  precipitation  at  the  proper  stage. 

Ferrum. — Note  that  the  sulphur  precipitated  by  the  oxida- 
tion of  hydrogen  sulphide  is  soluble  in  ammonium  sulphide ; 
that  boiling  the  powder  vnth.  sodium  carbonate  and  water 
and  then  filtering  did  not  yield  a  filtrate  free  from  chro- 
mate;  that  the  precipitate  formed  by  adding  sodium  car- 
bonate to  a  solution  of  a  chromic  salt  consists  of  chromic 
hydroxide — not  of  chromic  carbonate ;  and  that  dilute- 
not  concentrated — hydrochloric  acid  should  be  employed  in 
examining  the  solubility  of  a  precipitate  foiTned  by  barium, 
chloride. 

F.  L.  Taylor. — Your  report  seems  "to  indicate  that  yoa 
attempted  to  separate  aluminium  and  chromic  hydroxides 
by  digestion  in  cold  solution  of  sodium  hydi-oxide,  but  both 
hydroxides,  when  freshly  precipitated,  are  easily  soluble  in 
the  latter  reagent.  At  best,  the  cobalt  nitrate  test  on  char- 
coal gave  only  a  somewhat  doubtful  result,  since  the  sub- 
stance to  which  it  was  applied  was  green  to  begin  with, 
and  the  zinc  and  aluminium  yielded  further  green  and  blue- 
products  intermixed  with  this. 

Ionia. — Chromium  was  present  in  the  original  substance- 
in  the  acidic  condition  only.  The  ammonium  and  the  car- 
bonic acid  radical  present  were  considerably  more  than 
traces. 

Jayjay. — We  failed  to  obtain  indications  of  tho  presence- 
of  even  a  trace  of  lithium. 

B.  B.  Dutta. — Your  method  of  dealing  with  the  iron- 
group  precipitate  left  the  presence  or  absence  of  aluminium 
an  incompletely  settled  question  (see  the  first  sentence  of 
the  reply  to  F.  L.  Taylor).  Although  the  presence  of  a 
soluble  chromate  apparently  suggested  to  you  and  others, 
the  probable  presence  of  potassium,  this  metal  was  entirely 
absent. 

Secundus. — The  chloride  which  you  found — apparently  in 
considerable  quantity — must  have  been  introduced  as  im- 
puritv  in  the  sodium  carbonate  employed  in  preparing  the 
solution  to  be  tested  for  acid  jradicals.  The  precipitate  you 
attributed  to  barium  was  probably  due  to  incompletely 
separated  zinc. 
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T.  E.  P. — You  should  have  given  details  regarding 
acidification,  neutralisation,  or  other  treatment  of  the 
various  portions  of  ,the  sodium  carbonate  extract  to  which 
you  added  reagents  as  tests  for  acid  radicals.  In  absence 
of  this  information  it  is  impossible  to  be  sure  that  much  of 
your  testing  was  appropriate  or  effective.  You  were  too 
easily  satisfied  regarding  the  presence  of  a  benzoate. 

Melonia. — Wihen  hydrogen  sulphide  caused  the  acid  solu- 
tion of  the  original  powder  to  turn  green,  owing  to  reduc- 
tion of  the  chromate,  a  precipitation  of  sulphur  must  have 
occurred,  whereas  you  report  "No  precipitate."  We  have 
been  unable  to  ascertain  with  certainty  from  your  report 
how  your  failui'e  to  detect  zinc  occurred. 

Pimento.— You  obtained  a  precipitate  in  the  iron  group 
and  another  in  the  zinc  group.  HaV'ing  detected  cJiromium 
in  the  former,  you  omitted  to  test  for  aluminium,  and  having 
detected  zinc  in  the  latter,  you  omitted  to  test  for  man- 
ganese. This  is  not  sufficiently  exhaustive  examination. 
^Blighty. — Your  report  should  furnish  a  detailed  account 
of  W'hat  you  did,  what  you  observed,  and  what  conclusions 
you  drew  from  your  observations.  The  examination  of  an 
unknown  substance  should  be  conducted  in  the  systematic 
manner  described  in  any  good  modern  text-book  on  qualita- 
tive analysis. 

Lawton. — ^By  inference  from  an  observation  in  your 
report,  you  concluded  that  a  solution  of  the  original  powder 
in  dilute  hydrochloric  acid — and  containing  a  chromate — 
contained  iron  in  the  ferrous  state.  Consider  the  possibility 
of  tlxis.  In  the  account  of  the  testing  for  acid  radicals  your 
report  is  incorrect  with  regard  to  the  effect  of  hydrochloric 
and  nitric  acids  on  the  precipitates  produced  by  barium 
chloride  in  neutral  and  in  acicT  solution.  Both  jorecipitates 
were  insoluble  in  both  acids. 

PiLULA. — In  your  "  confirmatory  test  for  a  carbonate"  you 
describe  barium  chloride  as  giving  a  white  precipitate 
soluble  in  dilute  acids,  and  silver  nitrate  a  white  precipitfrte 
soluble  in  nitric  acid;  but  you  omit  to  state,  and  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  imagine,  what  these  reagents  were  added  to. 
The  Analytical  Tournament. 

The  analysis  reported  upon  in  the  foregoing  completes 
the  tqurnament  series  for  the  session,  and  w©  are  now  in 
a  position  to  announce  the  awards  in  this  special  competi- 
tion. The  number  of  competitors  shows  a  gratifying 
increase  upon  the  figure  for  last  year's  tournament,  no  fewer 
than  fifty-three  students  having  purticipated.  The  contest 
has  been  keen,  and  excellent  work  has  been  done  by  a  large 
proportion  of  the  competitors. 

The  first  place  in  the  tournament  has  ;  been  taken  by 
"Amethyst"  (Mr.  Frank  Lightfoot,  Preston  Riook,  War- 
rington) with  the  very  creditable  aggre9:ate  of  531,  made  up 
of  73,  76,  97,  96,  94,  and  95,  and  to  him  the  first  prize  of 
books  to  the  value  of  21.  2s.  has  been  a,warded,  together  with 
a  certificate. 

The  second  prize  of  books  to  the  value  of  1^  Is.  rnd  a 
certificate  have  been  awarded  to  "Mist"  (Miss  Gladys 
Brayshaw,  7  Brook  Street,  Gloucester),  whose  aggregate  is 
503.  made  up  of  72,  73,  88.  85,  91,  and  94. 

The  third  prize  of  books  to  tha  value  of  lO.s-.  6d.  and  a 
certificate  have  been  awarded  to  "  Tyrone  "  (Mr.  -Montague 
T.  Watson,  6  Lynton  Terrace,  West  Ealing).  w;ho  attained 
an  aggregate  of  487,  mad©  up  of  94,  55,  61,  97.  91,  and  89.

Westminster  Wisdom.

Duty  on  Sacchaein. 
In  the  House  of  Commons,  on  May  12,  Mr.  Dennis 
H«i"bert,  M.P.,  will  ask  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
v;hether,  as  legislation  relative  to  sugar-taxation  has 
generally  applied  to  saccharin,  after  September  1,  1919, 
the  Excise  duty  on  British  saccharin  and  the  Customs  dutv 
on  saccharin  imported  into  this  country  from  anv  part  of 
the  British  Empire  will  be  110s.  per  lb.,  against "1325.  per 
lb.  on  saccharin  imported  from  foreign  countries. 
The  Budget. 

The  income-tax  resolutions  came  before  the  House  of 
Commons  on  May  1,  and  passed  in  the  same  form  as  last 
year,  there  bemg  no  alterations.  In  the  course  of  the 
discussion,  Mr.  Bottomley  suggested  a  tax  on  advertise- 
ments as  an  alternative  method   of  raising  jjart  of  the 


money.  On  May  7  the  tea-duty  resolutions  wer©  discussed, 
and  an  'amendment  defeated  to  omit  the  words  sanctioning 
a  preference  on  tea  grown  in  British  Possessions.  The 
spirit-duties  wore  also  discussed,  but  no  announcement  was 
made  in  regard  to  the  rebate  on  medicinal  spirits. 

The  Opium  Convention. 

On  May  7,  in  the  House  of  Commons,  Sir  Ijames  Agg- 
Gardner  asked  the  Prime  Minister  whether,  in  view  of 
the  incorporation  of  the  effectuation  of  the  Opium  Con- 
vention in  the  covenant  of  the  League  of  Nations,  and  tho 
amendment  of  pharmacy  law  which  must  follow  the 
ciiforccmcnt  of  the  convention,  he  is  proposing  to  introduce 
legislation  for  that  purpose  this  session. 

The  Home  Secretary  replied  that  instructions  have  been 
given  for  the  preparation  of  a  Bill  on  the  subject,  but 
he  could  not  say  whether  it  would  bo  possilale  to  pass  i 
into  law  this  session. 

Ministry  of  Health  Bill. 
In  the  course  of  the  discussion  on  the  second  reading 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Bill  in  the  House  of  Lords  on, 
May  1,  Lord  Buckniaster  said  the  Bill  does  not  go  far 
enough.  He  would  like  to  have  seen  some  better  provision 
made  to  enable  our  knowledge  of  the  laws  of  health  to  bo- 
extended.  One  of  the  most  important  duties  to  be  under- 
taken in  connection  with  this  Bill  was  the  control  of  adver- 
tisements relating  to  patent  medicines  and  patent  foods. 
Unless  it  was  done  through  this  Ministry  of  Health  it 
would  never  bo  done  at  all.  The  reason  was  this:  The 
value  of  the  advertisements  of  these  patented  articles  was 
so  vast  that  there  was  no  journal  which  dared  expose  tho 
mischievous  character  of  these  preparations  for  fear  of  find- 
ing its  profit  and  loss  account  come  out  on  the  wrong  side. 
Some  of  these  patent  medicines  were  deliberately  dele- 
terious, and  in  many  cases  caused  damage  to  children's 
health.  If  the  Ministry  lacked  the  authority  to  deal  with 
this  evil  steps  should  be  taken  to  confer  it. 

Exports  of  Morphia. 

Sir  James  Agg-Gardner,  M.P.,  on  May  7  asked  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  to  state  tho  amount  and 
value  of  British-made  morphia  exported  in  each  of  tho 
years  1911  to  1918,  and,  if  he  can,  which  are  the  chief 
countries  receiving  such  morphia. 

Sir  Auckland  Geddes  replied  :  The  quantities  and  values 
of  British-made  morphia  and  morphia  salts  registered  as 
exported  from  the  United  Kingdom  in  each  year  from, 
1911  to  1918,  inclusive,  were  as  follows:

The  principal  countries  to  which  these  exports  were  con- 
signed included  Germany  (iirior  to  the  outbreak  of  war) 
Russia,  France,  Japan,  and  (in  1917  and  1918)  Canada. 

Inspecting  German  Chemical  Works. 
Mr.  A.  Steel-Maitland  stated  in  the  House  of  Commons 
that  the  Ministry  of  Munitions  arranged  to  send  over  to  ■ 
Germany  at  intervals  representatives    of    various  British 
indvistries.     In  all,  four  missions  were  to  be  sent  in  con- 
nection with    the  industries  which   have  been   under  the 
control  of  that  Department  during  the  war.    One  of  these 
was  a  chemical  mission.     This  has  already  returned  and 
reported  with  regard  to  poison-gas  manufacture,   and  has 
yet  to  furnish  reports  on  other  matters.    It  was  felt,  how- 
ever,   that  a  commission  representing  chemical  manufac- 
turers should  also  be  sent,  with  the  object  of  studying  Ger- 
rnan  chemical  manufactures  from  a  commercial  point  of 
view,  and  arrangements  for  this  were  undertaken  by  the 
Department  of  Overseas  Trade.     Some  delay  has  arisen 
from  the  fact  that  the  military  authorities  stated  that  i'i 
\vas  difficult  to  make  arrangements  for  parties  of  more  thaji- 
six  or  eight  at  a  time,  while  the  Chemical  Manufacturers'" 
Association  urged  that  the  .group  of  industries  concerned' 
could  not  be  adequately  represented  by  a  party  of  less  than 
twenty.    A  reply  has  now,  however,  been  received  from  tho 
Governor  of  Cologne  that    a   commission    not  exceeding- 
twenty  members  can  be  received  at  an  early  date,  provided 
that  not  less  than  seven  days'  notice  is  given.    The  Chemical 
Manufacturers'  Association  has  been  advised  accordingly, 
and  arrangements  are  now  being  made,  and  the  military 
authorities  are  anxious  to  co-opsrate  in  every  way  in  their 
power. 
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Association  Affairs. 


Brlg:bton — A  meeting-  of  the  Brighton  and  Hove  Asso- 
ciation of  Pharmacy  was  held  on  April  30,  the  President 
(Mr.  C.  G.  Yates)  in  the  chair.  The  Secretary  was  in- 
structed to  send  cong-ratulations  to  Sir  William  Glyn- Jones 
on  the  occasion  of  his  receiving-  the  honour  of  knighthood. 
The  report  of  the  Conference  delegate  (Mr.  Edgar  Jones) 
was  presented.  Mr.  Hunter  expressed  his  fears,  with  regard 
to  th^  future  of  employers  in  pharmacy,  if  minimum  wages 
and  maximum  hours  should  be  regulated  to  tlie  extreme. 
The  opinion  of  the  meeting  was  that  pharmacy  is  likely 
to  get  more  sympathetic  control  from  a  Council  composed 
t^t  expsr's,  representing  the ,  various  sections  of  the  trade, 
than  would  be  the  case  from  a  Trade  Board,  witli  members 
drawn  from  every  business  under  the  sun.  Several  mem- 
bers spoke  with  reference  to  a  resolution  moved  regretting 
the  long-  d^ay  of  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  in  bringing 
out  their  new  price-list.  The  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
forward  the  resolution  to  the  firm  in  question,  asking  that 
R  new  list  should  be  issued  as  soon  as  possible. 

E  linburgh.— A  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh  Chemists' 
Trade  Association  was  held  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Societv's 
House,  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  April  29.  The  chair 
was  taken  by  Mr.  W.  S.  Glass.  Messrs.  F.  Nisbet  and 
J.  Noble  were  appointed  auditors,  and  it  was  agreed  to 
record  congratulations  to  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones.  The 
Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  Brown)  said  that,  with  regard  to 
federating  Local  Associations,  what  they  desired  was  a 
Scottish  Union  for  trade  purposes.  They  had  been  in 
touch  with  the  Glasgow  Association,  and  with  the  Executive 
of  the  North  British  Branch.  A  Memorandum  had  been 
drawn  up  which  stated  the  points  of  the  scheme  to  bo 
submitted  to  the  General  Meeting  of  Scottish  Pharma- 
cists on  the  following  clay.  He  desired  to  state  that  there 
is  no  intention  to  set  up  any  org^anisation  rivalling  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  Mr.  Glass  said  the^  point  would 
be  to  see  how  organisation  could  best  be  carried  out.  The 
Government  were  apparently  endeavouring  to  force  upon 
them  a  general  Trade  Board.  Pharmacists,  on  the  other 
ha.nd,  desired  to  have  an  Industrial  Council.  After  further 
discussion  Mr.  Dick  said  the  meeting  should  consider  giving 
a  mandate  in  view  of  the  forthcoming  general  meeting  of 
Scottish  pharmacists.  It  was  then  agreed  to  adopt  the 
memorandum  as  printed  on  the  ag-enda  for  the  general 
meeting.  The  Secretary  drew  attention  to  the  recommenda- 
tion that  all  shops  should  close  for  the  half-day  on  April  30. 
He  also  intimated  that ,  no  word  has  yet  been  received  from 
the  Town  Council  ifls  to  when  the  7  p.m.  closing  order  for 
chemists'  shops  will  come  into  operation.  It  was  agreed 
to  record  a  protest  against  the  action  of  the  General  Medical 
Council  in  restoring  the  Pharmaco^ioeia,  1914,  and  so_  com- 
■pelling  chemists  to  make  camphorated  oil  with  olive  oil  at  a 
time  when  this  ingredient  stands  at  so^  abnormally  high 
a  cost.  In  reply  to  Mr.  Reid,  Mr.  Hill  explained  that  the 
alteration  of  War  Emergency  Formulary  preparations  con- 
taining glycerin  or  sugar  was  inevitable,  in  consequence  of 
the  action  of  the  General  Medical  Council,  and  panel 
chemists  had  been  clearly  warned  of  the  impending-  change 
two  months  before  it  was  carried  out.  Mr.  Nisbet  moved 
that  the  Association  should  protest  against  the  reported 
proposal  to  admit  apothecaries'  assistants  to  registration 
under  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  and  this  wa.s  agreed  to. 

Iiondon  (S.W.).— At  a  meeting-  of  the  South-West 
London  Pharmacists'  Association,  held  on  April  29,  Mr. 
John  Humphrey  (President)  in  the  chair,  Mr.  Herbert 
Skinner  gave  ian  address  on  The  Industrial  Council  in  Phar- 
macy and  its  Local  A pjjli cation.  He  explained  the  position, 
indicating  why  the  necessary  machinery  for  dealing-  with 
wages,  hours,  and  conditions  of  labour  must  be  set  up. 
Subseauently  Mr.  Skinner  replied  to  questions.^  Among 
other  business,  it  wa,s  decided  to  congratulate  Sir  William 
Glyn-Jones  on  his  recent  honour,  to  support  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association  in  the  matter  of  differential 
stamn-duties  on  proprietary  articles,  and  to  hold  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association  on  May  27. 

Manchester.  —The  annual  meeting  of  the  INIanchester 
Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  was  held  on  April  30,  the 
President  (Mr.  A.  Kelly)  in  the  chair.  The  annual  -renovt 
and  balanse  sheet  were  adopted.  The  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr. 
D.  Abrams)  mentioned  that  thirty-seven  -new  members  had 
jOined,  and  Mr.  Eckersall  presented  the  Voluntary  Aid  De- 
tachment report.  The  following  ofHoers  were  elected  : 
President,  Mr.  G.  S.  T.  Livescy :  Vice-President,  Mr.  D.  N. 
"Fullerton  ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  G.  B.  Hough:  Son.  Secretary, 
Mr.  W.  Jones:  Auditor.

Oxford.- The  annual  meeting  of  the  Oxford  Chemists' 
Association  was  held  on  Api-il  9,  ilr.  John  Dolbear  (Presi- 
dent) occupying  the  chair.  'Ihe  Secretary  (Mr.  H.  C. 
Goodall)  read  the  annual  report  and  financial  statement, 
which  showed  a  balance  of  111.  9s.  10c?.  The  following 
officers  were  elected  for  the  ensuing-  year:  President,  Alder- 
man C.  Clayton  ;  Vice-Presidents,  "Mr.  Dolbear  and  Mr. 
Swift;  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Mr.-  H.  C.  Goodall;  these 
cfncei-s,  together  with  ■Messrs.  Bellamy,  Loxley,  Neave, 
Ransom,  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  to  form  the  E.recuiire  Committee.  Alderman 
Clayton  was  President  also  in  1901  and  1906.  The  Presi- 
dent, Mr.  Dolbear,  and  Mr.  Loxley  -ivere  appolntt-id  dele- 
gates to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference.  Mr. 
Goodall  reported  that  the  number  of  Insurance  prescrip- 
tions dispensed  in  the  city  of  Oxford  during  1918  was  42,759, 
at  an  average  cost  of  7.37cZ.,  and  in  the  county  42,394,  at 
an  average  co-t  of  7.35d.  The  sum  contained  in  the  coUect- 
ing-box  for  the  Benevolent  Fund  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  made  up  to  two  guineas. 

Pl-ymouth.— At  the  quarterly  meeting  of. the  Plymouth 
Pharmacists'  Association,  hold  'on  April  30,  the  President 
(Mr.  J.  Davy  Turner)  stated  that  the  Early  Closing  Order 
had  proved  a  success,  and  also  that  the  local  contribution 
to  the  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fuifd  was  very  satisfac- 
tory, paving  tribute  as  a  result  to  the  organising  abilities 
of  the  late  President  (:\Ir.  F.  Maitland).-  Mr.  John  Keall 
(President  of  the  Proprietai-y  Articles  Trade  Association) 
then  addressed  th?  meeting  on  Price  Protection  and  Face 
Values.  He  outlined  the  work  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  in  the 
coui'-se  of  his  remarks  severely  criticised  the  window-show 
terms  offered  on  certain  non-protjcted  proprietary  prepara- 
tions. His  views  received  the  support  of  the  meeting,  and 
in  a  discussion  which  followed  the  questions  of  charging 
extra  for  credit;  the  co-operative  societies  and  their  divi- 
dends: and  the  attitude  to  be  adopted  towards  firms  who 
protected  only  a  percentage  of  their  articles  were  considered. 
A  resolution  supporting  the  P.A.T.A.  in  its  work  toward* 
face  values  with  adequate  profit  and  towards  an  improved 
incidence  of  the  stamp-duty  was  carried.  Mr.  Keall  then 
referred  to  the  foi-niiation  of  an  Industrial  Council. 

Sheffieli;Etudents.— A  meeting  of  the  Sheffield  Pharma- 
ceutical Students'  Associ.ation  was  held  in  the  Temperance 
Hall  on  May  2,  jNIr.  I.  Best  (President)  in  the  chair.  Ou 
the  motion  of  the  Secretary  (Mr.  J.  E.  Billington) 
a  vote  of  congratulation  to  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  on  t\\-- 
honour  bestowed  upon  him  was  passed.  It  was  announced 
that  an  appeal  is  to  be  made  to  chemists  for  financial  sup- 
port, and  that  arrangements  are  in  hand  for  a  system  of 
classes  in  the  subjects  required  for  the  new  Qualifying 
examination.  Several  speeches  were  made  on  the  necessity 
of  employers  giving-  their  apprentices  more  opportunities  to 
attend  classes.  Messrs.  Antcliffe,  Austen,  and  Culverhouse, 
who  attended  from  the  senior  Society,  were  thanked  fcr 
thair  presence  and  advice.  The  President  called  upon  Mr. 
Culverhouse  (Presiclenf  of  the  local  Society)  to  give  an 
address  entitled  Lookino  Ahead.  Mr.  Cnlverhouse  began 
by  expressing  the  good  wishes  of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical 
and  Chemical  Society  for  the  success  of  the  iie-v?  Association. 
Ho  went  on  to  suggest  that  every  local  Association  shou!el 
include  in  its  scheme  of  effort  some  facilities  for  the  younger 
men  and  women,  of  th-i  craft  to  gather  for  educational  and 
social  purposes.

The  division  of  the  Qualifying-  examination  should  be  of 
great  assistance  in  passing-  that  examination.  He  hoped 
that  the  Bell  and  Fairchild  scholarships  would  both  fijid  >i 
home  in  Sheffield  at  an  early  date.  After  referring  to  the 
recent  Conference  of  Association  Delegates  in  London,  Mr. 
Culverhouse  touched  on  the  future  relationship  of  the 
junior  Association  with  the  parent  Society,  and  suggested 
that  a  joint  meeting  of  delegates  could  arrange  the  best 
means  oi  regulating  the  conduct  and  business  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. He  also  said  that  he  hoped  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones 
would  arrange  soon  for  a  meeiing  of  the  younger  men  a^d 
women  in 'the  area,  the  older  ones  not  to  be  invited,  and 
the  speaker  to  address  them  on  the  matters  of  special 
interest  to  them._  In  concluding,  he  asked  that  all  shou'd 
join  the  parent  Societv  in  London  as  soon  as  they  wr^ 
eligible,  should  take  an  interest  in  th"  trade  papers,  a.r.d 
should  go  in  for  the  students'  competitions.  To  the  deter- 
mined and  enthusiastic  their  future  in  pharmacy  would  be 
a  brisht  one. 

Torquay.— A  special  meeting  of  the  Torquay  Pharmacists' 
A.ssociation  was  held  on  May  1,  the  President  (Mr.  J. 
Tavlor,  J.P  )  in  the  chan-.  A  resolution  was  passed  con- 
gratulating Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  upon  the  recent  honour

conferred  upon  him.  Mr.  John  Koall  (President  of  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association)  then  addressed  the 
meeting  on  P. A. 7'. A.  Work  and  Efforts.  After  questions  the 
meeting  pledged  itself  to  press  for  face  values  on  all  pro- 
prietary articles,  and  for  a  profit  of  at  least  25  per  cent. 
It  resolved,  also  to  support  the  suggested  stamp-duty  scheme 
of  the  ^.A.T.A.  Mr.  Keall  then  referred  to  some  Pharma- 
ceutical Council  problems.  It  was  decided  to  invite  the 
County  Association  to  hold  its  annual  meeting  in  Torquay. 

Weal.— A  meeting  of  the  Ucal  Federation  (London 
Bi-anoh)  was  held  on  May  1,  the  President  (Mr.  A.  W.  Hall) 
occupying  the  chair.  The  Treasui'cr  (Mr.  Keith)  was  san- 
guine of  having  a  record  number  of  members  this  year. 
The  appointment  of  the  President  and  Mr.  Keith  as  dele- 
gates to  the  Conference,  convened  by  the  board  of  directors 
for  May  8,  was  confirmed.  It  was  decided  that  the  dele- 
gates should  have  freedom  of  action,  but  it  was  important 
that  they  insist  on  the  urgency  of  a  distributing  depot  iij 
London.  Mr.  J.  Hearlo  (Secretary  of  the  Ucal  Federation) 
dealt  with  the  appeal,  recently  made  from  headquarters, 
to  join  the  Federation  as  a  unit  in  view  of  the  drastic 
changes  which  a  Trade  Board  or  an  Industrial  Council 
may  create,  and  said  the  response  to  the  appeal  had  been 
fair.  He  then  explained  the  advantages  of  linking  up  with 
the  Federation,  and  asked  for  every  Ucalite  to  join.  The 
report_  of  the  Sub-Committee  aj^pointed  to  inquire  into  the 
suitability  of  side  lines  was  approved  of.  Several  phar- 
macists were  admitted  to  membership.  At  the  close  of  the 
meeting  a  vote  of  confidenc-e  was  accorded  to  the  two 
retiring  directors,  who  are  seeking  re-election. — A  number 
of  pharmacists  attended  the  supplementary  meeting,  con- 
vened by  the  London  branch,  with  the  object  of  obtaining 
information  on  the  proposed  Industrial  "Council.  It  was 
decided  that  an  Industrial  Council  would  be  preferable  to 
a  Trade  Board,  and  that  the  Ucal  Federation  should  co- 
operate, so  far  as  possible,  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
in  the  matter,  without  prejudice  to  the  interest  of  Ucal. 


Chemical  Society, 


A  MEETING  was  held  at  Burlington  House,  Piccadilly, 
London,  W.,  on  May  1,  the  President  (Sir  James  Bobbie) 
in  the  chair.  Professor  J.  H.  Jeans  gave  a  lecture  on 
The  Quanttim  Theory  and  JS'cio  Thcorirs  of  Atomic  Struc- 
ture, in  which  he  developed  the  modern  conceptions  of  the 
atom,  showing  the  immense  strides  that  have  been  made  of 
reoent  y-ears.  The  ultimate  constituents  of  the  atom  aro 
electrically  charged  particles,  and  we  know  more  of  the 
negatively  charged  particles  than  we  do  of  the  positively 
charged  ores.  The  former  arc  standardised  ;  they  may  be 
now  a  part  of  chlorine,  then  be  free;  they  are  fundamental 
and  interchangeable.  The  atom  may  be  regarded  as  con- 
sisting of  a  positively  charged  nucleus,  surrounded  by  nega- 
tively charged  particles  moving  around  the  positive  nucleus, 
by  comparison  the  iwsitive  nucleus  is  enormous,  and  the 
negative  electrons  are  in  proportion  mere  dots,  moving  in 
an  orbit  at  a  comparatively  enormous  distance  from  the 
nucleus.  The  number  of  negative  electrons  present  is  equal 
to  half,  the  atomic  weight  of  the  element,  which  may  be 
expressed  as  the  "atomic  number"  of  the  element  {e.r,<., 
Argon  =  19,  Potassium  =  20).  Tlie  hydrogen  atom  thus  con- 
sists of  a  positively  charged  nucleus,  and  one  negatively 
cha-rged  electron  moving  round  it.  Radio-active  bodies  on 
disintegrating  emit  alpha-rays  which  are  positively  charged, 
and  always  amount  to  double  the  amount  of  negatively 
charged  rays.  Thus,  the  helium  atom  consists  of  one  alpha- 
particle  and  two,  in  comparison,  minute  negative  particles. 
The  spectrum  is  a  means  of  elucidating  the  laws  governinij 
th6_  motion  of  the  negative  particles  in  relation  to  the 
positive  nucleus  in  each  system.  If  the  atom  moves  by 
the  Newtonian  law,  then  it  gives  a  continuous  spectrum, 
moving  towards  violet.  The  laws  of  motion  of  the  elec- 
trons have  been  studied  by  the  distribution  of  energy 
observed  in  the  discontinuous  spectrum.  Professor  Jeans 
also  alhided  to  the  fundamental  law  of  motion  in  the 
atom,  as  advanced  by  Planck,  and  to  the  mechanism  of 
radiation.  A  change  of  orbit  of  the  negative  electrons 
gives  out  energy,  and  that  is  radiation,  and  radiation 
travels  through  ether  in  bundles.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
that. the  conclusions  arrived  at  in  this  respect  by  theoretical 
considerations,  and  by  mathematical  methods,  were  suljse- 
quently  proved  by  experiments.  In  conclusion.  Professor 
Jeans  pointed  out  that  when  more  electron,  have  been  dealt 
with  and  rnore  is  known  about  them,*  this  knowledge  will 
open  chemistry  to  the  m.Tthematician,  and  will  explain 
valencv,  etc.  Then  chemistry  will  progress  at  a  terrific 
rate  when  the  chemist  and  the  mathematician  join  forces.

Assistant's  Ag^reement.— In  the  Civil  Court  at  Leeds 
Assizes  on  May  5,  before  Mr.  Justice  A.  T.  Lawrence,  Mr. 
J  T.  Appleton,  chemist,  Walkley,  Sheffield,  sued  for  an 
injunction  to  restrain  Mr.  Francis  Richard  Clark  on  an 
agreement  dated  January  3,  1917,  from  acting  as  assistant 
to  Mr.  Percy  Carr,  Ecclesall  Road,  or  any  other  chemist 
within  a  radius  of  three  miles  from  the  applicant's  shop 
for  a  period  of  three  years.  The  injunction  was  granted, 
with  costs. 

Business  Wames.— It  transpired  in  the  City  of  London 
Court  last  week  that  a  City  trader  carrying  on  business 
under  a  firm  name  had  failed  to  register  under  the  Registra- 
tion of  Business  Names  Act.  The  Deputy  Judge,  Sir  John 
Paget,  K.C.,  pointed  out  that  it  was  a  serious  matter,  land 
that  the  litigant  was  vuider  a  penalty  of  51.  a  day  while  he 
was  tmregistertd  since  1916.  which  was  rather  worse  than 
a  taxi-meter  running  on.  He  would  not  stop  the  hearing 
of  the  case,  because  the  litigant  might  have  cjuite  sufficient 
to  contend  with  if  he  was  pulled  up  about  the  matter. 

Chemical  Translations. —  In  the  City  of  London  Court, 
on  May  6,  before  Sir  John  Paget,  K.C.,  Deputy-Judge, 
a  foreign  correspondent  named  Atilio  De  Albertis  sued  Hay 
Si.' Co.,  export  merchants,  138  Leadenhall  Street,  E.C.,  for 
8?.  for  a  week's  salary  and  a  week  in  lieu  of  notice.  He 
said  he  was  engaged  by  the  defendants  as  a  translator  at 
a  salary  of  4?.  a  week  and  a  commission  after  three  months' 
work.  After  w'orking  for  them  for  three  months  he  asked 
to  be  allowed  to  go  at  four  o'clock  one  afternoon,  and  was 
refused.  He  translated  into  French,  Italian,  and  Spanish. 
In  cross-examination  by  iNIr.  Wetver,  dpfendiants'  solicitor, 
plaintiff  said  that  he  was  asked  by  the  defendants  to  trans- 
late long  lists  of  chemicals  and  drugs  from  French  into 
English.  He  was  not  engaged  as  a  general  clerk,  but  as  a 
translator.  Before  he  left  he  was  asked  to  translate  another 
lonnr  price-list.  He  refused  to  do  it  and  said  it  was  not  his 
work.  William  Brunner,  defendants'  export  manager,  said 
hn  wanted  plaintiff  to  translate  a  list  of  chemical*  "vvhich 
v/ere  goin<7  to  be  offered  to  the  Ena-lish  market.  Plaintiff 
said  he  did  not  want  to  translate  it  because  it  contained 
a  number  of  chemical  expressions  and  names  which  could 
not  be  transloted  into  English.  '  Then  plaintiff  said  he 
would  not  do  it.  Sceintr  that  plaintiff  was  engaged  as  a 
Foreign  corresnondent.  if  a  chemical  catalogue  had  to  be 
sent  out  and  had  to  be  translated  it  was  plaintiff's  duty 
to  do  it.  The  defendants  told  plaintiff  if  he  refused  to  do 
tbe  woi-k  required  of  him  ho  could  take  a  week's  notice, 
which  he  elected  io  do.  The  Deputy-Judge  found  for  the 
defendants.  W'ith  costs. 

Moneylender  Case.— In  the.  King's  Bench  Division,  on 
May  5,  Mr.  H.  Bowen,  a  moneylender,  sued  Mr.  Van 
Alstyne  and  Mrs.  F.  M.  Robinson  (trading  as  Albert  & 
Co.,  ointment  manufacturers,  Farringdon  Street,  E.G.)  to 
recover  275/.  under  a  promissory  note.  Mr.  Thorn  Drury, 
for  Mrs.  Robinson,  said  she  was  concerned  in  the  -matter 
as  surety.  As  the  proprietor  of  an  ointment  business,  which 
was  managed  b,v  her  husband,  she  received  an  income  up 
to  2,000/.  per  annum.  She  became  acquainted  with  ^Mr. 
Van  Alstyne,  who  was  an  officer  in  the  Army,  while  he 
was  i-ecovering  in  a  nursing  home  from  the  effects  of  an 
aeroplane  accident.  He  proposed  to  start  a  company  in 
his  own  name  for  the  purpose  of  importing  food  from 
America  into  England,  and.  as  he  wanted  money,  Mrs. 
Robinson  suggested  he  should  get  it  from  plaintiff.  A 
number  of  transactions  extending  over  a  period  of  two 
years  wore  comnleted  between  the  parties.  Plaintiff  ad- 
vanced 350/.,  and  had  been  paid  360/.,  which  meant  that 
the  amount  now  claimed  represented  interest.  Counsel 
asserted  that  to  claim  275/.  interest,  or  107  oer  cent.,  on 
such  a  loan  was  a  harsh  and  unconscionable  transaction, 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Moneylenders  Act.  After 
furthei-  evidence.  Mr.  Justice  McCardie  held  that  the  sum 
nf  lOOZ.  paid  into  court,  which  was  equivalent  to  60  or 
70  per  cent,  interest,  was  sufficient.  He  accordingly  p-ave 
iudsment  fo-  defendants,  who  would  have  the  costs  from 
the  date  of  the  payment  into  court. 

Chemist's  Conviction  Quashed.— At  Birmingham  Quar- 
ter Sessions,  on  May  7.  Mr.  Frank  Harvey  Rushton. 
■chemist  and  druggist,  10  Plall  Green  Parade,  appealed 
against  a  conviction  imder  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drun-s 
Act.  1875,  in  respect  of  camphorated  oil  {C.  <(•  D..  March  8, 
P.  49).  Appearing  for  him  were  Sir  Archibald  Brdkin. 
TC.C,  and  Mi-.  Graham  Milward  ;  Mr.  Norman  Birkett  and 
Mr._  Finnemore  were  for  the  respondents.  Mr.  Birkett 
having  explained  the  <"lrcumstances  of  the  conviction,  the 
City  Analyst  (Mr.  J.  F.  Livcrseege,  Ph.C.)  gave  evidence 


of  analysis,  and,  in  cross-examination,  said  it_  was  pro- 
bable that  no  proceedings  would  have  been  taken  if  the 
initial  letters  W.  E.  F."  had  appeared  on  the  label. 
Mr.  W.  T.  Rigby  (County  Analyst)  affirmed  that  paraffin 
oil  was  much  inferior  to  the  proper  oil  in  regard  to  its 
viscosity.  Sir  Archibald  Bodkin  :  Do  you  think  the  Home 
Office  Committee  would  have  recommended  a  substance 
which  was  not  equally  as  good  as  olive  oil?  Witness:  I 
should  say  that  if  the  Home  Office  was  satisfied  that  paraffin 
oil  was  equal  to  olive  oil,  when  they  rescinded  the  regula- 
tions they  would  have  maintained  paraffin  oil  instead  of 
reverting  to  olive  oil.  Sir  Archibald  Bodkin  submitted 
that  there  was  no  case  to  answer.  The  purchaser  asked 
for  camphorated  oil,  and  got  an  oil  which  was  camphorated. 
He  did  not  dispute  that  in  ordinary  circumstances  the 
chemist  must  supply  an  article  in  accordance  with  the 
B.P.,  but  in  the  period  from  March  1918  to  April  1919  the 
■B.P.  did  not  exist  so  far  as  camphorated  oil  was  con- 
cerned, because  the  entry  had  been  eliminated.  Appellant 
had  adopted  the  very  substance  which  was  recommended 
by  the  distinguished  Committee  as  a  war  economy.  In 
the  absence  of  an  official  standard  such  as  the  B.P.,  he 
submitted  that  if  a  man  got  an  oil  which  was  practically 
indistinguishable  from  olive  oil,  with  the  proper  percentage 
of  the  real  active  ingredient— camphor — he  was  supplying 
an  article  which  was  not  to  the  prejudice  of  tlie  purchasei-, 
but  was,  in  fact,  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality  de 
manded.  The  Recorder  said  he  took  the  view  that  the 
conviction  could  not  be  sustained,  and  must  be  quashed, 
with  costs.  In  the  circumstances  he  was  rather  surprised 
that  the  prosecution  had  been  undertaken  at  all. 

Commercial  Travellers'  Commission.—  An  appeal 
in  the  case  of  Cramb  r.  Goodwin  &  Co.  {C.  tt  D.,  March  15, 
p.  64)  was  heard  in  the  Appeal  Court  on  May  5.  The  case 
raised  the  imporitp.nt  question  of  whether  a  commercial 
traveller  was  entitled  to  commission  on  repeat  orders  after 
he  had  left  the  service  of  the  employer  to  whom  the 
customers  were  introduced.  The  previous  hearing  was 
decided  by  Mr.  Justice  Bailhache  in  favour  of  the  commer- 
cial traveller  (plaintiff).  From  this  an  appeal  was  made. 
Lord  Justice  I3ankes,  giving  judguient,  said  the  issue  de- 
pended entirely  upon  the  construction  of  the  agreement. 
He  could  not  help  saying  that  in  this  class  of  claim  it 
tended  to  confuse  rather  than  to  assist  when  a  number  of 
cases  found  tlieir  way  into  the  books  which  turned  upon 
the  particular  facts  of  the  oases  or  the  particular  nature  of 
the  documents  involved.  It  made  a  great  difference  whether 
^the  agreement  entered  into  constituted  an  agreement  of 
employment  or  not.  In  some  of  the  fifteen  cases  cited  at 
the  hearing  in  this  matter  the  agreement  was  an  agreement 
of  employment,  and  in  others  it  was  not.  He  did  not  think 
i^  was  necessary  in  this  case  to  decide  what  exact  rela- 
tionship was  created  b.v  the  agreement,  because  there  were 
words  in  it  which  to  his  mind  plainly  indicated  that  the 
parties  intended  to  exclude  payment  of  commission  after 
the  agreement  had  \come  to  an  end.  The  case  quoted  by 
Mr.  Justice  Bailhache  was  not  on  all  fours  with  this, 
because  here  the  agreement,  ,as  it  appeared  to  him,  clearl,v 
'  indicated  that  the  parties  intended  payment  only  on  orders 
received  during  the  continuance  of  the  agreement.  In  his 
letter  the  defendant  proposed  a  "salary"  of  1/.  a  week 
and  commission.  If  it  had  been  necessary  to  decide  this 
case  upon  the  point  whether -tbe  agreement  constituted  an 
employment,  it  would  be  material  to  consider  that  the 
defendant  expressl.y  used  the  term  "  salary."  But  the 
plaintiff  wrote  another  letter  to  make  the  matter  quite 
clear,  stating  that  he  nmst  have  commission  on  "all  repeat 
orders,  whether  they  are  aotuall,y  handed  to  me  or  posted 
on  direct  to  you.  ...  It  would  be  unfair  to  me  to  have  to 
keep  calling  upon  a  firm  working  up  business  and  then 
post  it  on  to  you."  Obviously  the  plaintiff  was  speaking  of 
"repeats"  wdiioh  would  come  into  existence  during  the 
continuance  of  the  agreement,  because  he  contemplated 
their  being  handed  to  him,  and  the  necessity  of  still  calling 
on  the  customers.  In  these  oirc^unstances,  the  question 
being  one  of  construction,  it  w-as  clear  to  his  Lordship  that 
pa.yment  of  commission  was  to  be  on  orders  received  during 
the  continunnce  of  the  agreement.  The  appeal  thereforei 
succeeded.  Lord  Justices  Duke  and  Atkin  concurred.  The 
appeal  was  allowed  accordingly,  with  costs. 

Camphorated  Oil — At  the  East  Plam  Police  Court,  on 
May  6,  before  Mr.  W.  -T.  Grubb  (stipendiary  magistrate), 
the  proprietors  of  the  Boleyn  Drug  Stores,  127  Barking 
Road,  East  Ham,  were  summoned,  at  the  instance  of  the 
East  Ham  Corporation,  for  having,  on  April  28.  sold 
camphorated  oil  deficient  in  camphor.  Mr.  .7.  G.  Banks. 
Chief  Inspector  of  Foods  and  Drugs  to  the  East  Ham 
Borough  Council,  prosecuted,  and  Mr.  C.  H.  Kirby, 
solicitor,  appeared  on  behalf  of  the  defendants.    Mr.  Wm. 
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Johnston,  Ph.C,  Secretary  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Associa- 
tion, was  present  in  court.     Mr.  Banks,  in  stating  the 
case  for  the  prosecution,  mentioned  that,  according  to  the 
B.P.  standard,  camphorated  oil  should  consist  of  80  per 
cent,  olive  oil  and  20  per  cent.'  camphor.    This  standard, 
among  many  others,  he  said,  was  suspended  from  March 
1918  in  consequence  of  olive  oil  being  required  for  edible 
purposes   during  the  war,  yellow    liquid    paraffin  being 
substituted    for    olive    oil,    the    percentage    of  camphor 
remaining  unaltered.    Since  May  1,  however,  the  original 
standards  of  the  B.P.  had  been  restored,  and  must  now  be 
observed,  that  applying  to  camphorated  oil  being  included. 
On  April  28  a  sample  was  purchased  at  defendants'  shop 
which,  on  analysis,  was  found  to  contain  only  6.5  per  cent, 
of  campho^r,  or  about  one-third   of    the   percentage  pre- 
scribed by  the  B.P.  as  necessary.    The  oil  itself  was  pure 
olive  oil,  and  not  the  mineral  substitute.    Mr.  Banks  men- 
tioned that  on  the  occasion  of  the  purchase  of  the  sample, 
a  quantity  of  ammoniated   tincture  of  quinine  was  also 
purchased,  which,  on  analysis,  was  found  to  be  genuine, 
and  a  sample  of  camphorated  oil  purchased  from  defen- 
dants some  time  ago  was  also  found  to  be  genuine.  Mr. 
O.  H.  Kirby,  on  behalf  of  the  defendants,  admitted  that 
an  offence  had  been  committed.     He  explained  that  an 
assistant  who  is  only  employed  at  the  shop  part  of  the 
time  made  up  the  camphorated  oil  in  the  evening  before 
the  purchase,  using  the  proportions  of  olive  oil  and  camphor 
officially  prescribed.    The  camphor  took  a  considerable  time 
to  dissolve,  and  this  fact  was  mentioned  in  the  B.P.  direc- 
tions.    The  Stipendiary :   Is  the  camphor  not  first  of  all 
dissolved  in  spirits  of  wine?    Mr.  Kirby:  No.    That  must 
not  be  done.    Mr.  Kirby,  proceeding,  said  that  the  cam- 
phorated oil  was  made  in  a  tin  vessel,  and  that  a  different 
assistant  salesman  who  sold  the  sample  could  not  see  that 
the  drug  was  not  fully  dissolved.    His  Worship  probably 
knew  that  chemists  are  at  present  working  under  consider- 
able difficulties,  and  in  many  instances  could  only  obtain 
the  part-time  services  of    qualified    assistants.       In  this 
instance  the  camphorated  «oil  was  sold  by  a  different  assis- 
tant from  the  one  who  made  it,  and  who  was  not  a'ware 
that  sufficient  time  had  not-  been  allowed  for  the  solution 
of  the  camphor.     The  Stipendiary  remarked  that  it  was 
obviously  in    defendants'  favour  that  the  other  samples 
purchased  from  them  were  genuine.     He  asked  what  the 
B.P.  said  relative  to-'the  solution  of  the  camnhor.  Mr. 
Banks  replied  that  in  the  case  of  compound  liniment  cam- 
phor the  method  of  dissolving  the  camphor  suggested  by  the 
magistrate  would  apply,  for  the  B.P.  stated  that  it  must 
be  dissolved  in  alcohol  first.    Mr.  Kirby  added  that  in  the 
process  of  securing  solution  in  the  case  of  camphorated  oil 
one  might  not  even  heat  the  mixture.    The  camphor  must 
be  gradually  dissolved  at  the  ordinary  temperature.  Mr. 
Banks  remarked   that  the  prosecuting  authority  did  not 
press  for  a  penalty.    In  this  instance  a  good  purpose  would 
have  been  served  by  chemists  and  others  having  had  their 
attention  directed  to  the  fact  that  the   standards  of  .-the 
B  P.  are  now  restored.    The  Magistrate  imposed  a  fine  of 
20s.    and  ordered  the  payment  by  the  defendants  of  the 
analyst  s  fee.

The  Honour  Done 

to  our  Secretary  by  the  bestowal  upon  him 
of  knighthood  reflects  but  indirectly  upon  pharmacy,  for 
it  is  not  his  services  to  us  but  those  he  has  rendered 
to  Government  that  have  earned  him  this  distinction. 
That  he  has  served  us  well,  too,  is,  however,  a  good 
reason  lor  congratulating  him  heartily.  It  is  scarcely 
a  matter  for  thanks  that  Government,  when  we  ask  it 
for  bread,  gives  us  a  knight,  but  we  may  hope  that  this 
rise  in  his  social  status  will  add  power  to  Sir  W.  S. 
Glyn-Jones's  elbow  in  the  circles  in  which  such  things 
count,  and  we  may  bei  sure  that  if  this  prove  so  he  will 
use  his  increased  influence  on  our  behalf.' 

The  Conference, 

upon  the  whole,  may  be  commended  as  the 
most  successful  of  the  series  so  ^'ar,  both  in  the_  quality 
of  its  discussions  and  as  regards  the  results  arrived  at. 
There  is  little  or  no  fault  to  be  found  with  its  decisions 
on  important  matters,  and  not  much  time  was  wasted  in 
ai'riving  at  them.  ~  It  was  not  the  fault  of  the  Conference 
that  the  organisation  scheme  submitted  to  it  is  so  in- 
adequate, while  it  is  to  its  credit  that  the  resolution 
on  the  election  of  Council  was  strengthened  as  it  was. 
It  is,  I  suppose,  hardly  likely  that  action  will  be  taken 

'  to  secure  Parliamentary  sanction  fop  a  change  before 
another  Conference  meets,  by  which  time  (as  I  said  last 
week)  A  more  liberal  measure  of  territorial  representa- 
tion may  be  feasible.    Even  if  it  prove  otherwise  we  may 

,  welcome  the  accepted  scheme  a.s  a  step  in  the  right 
direction. 

The  Chief  Business 

of  the  second  day  was  the  consideration  of 
National  Insurance  terms.  The  discussion  of  this  sub- 
ject was  a  little  confused  at  times,  and  the  intervention 
of  Mr.  Mallinson  was  required  to  straighten  things  out. 
Against  such  intervention,  with  the  Chairman's  sanction, 
there  is,  of  course,  nothing  to  be  said  ;  my  remarks  on 
the  subject  last  week  referred  only  to  controversial 
speeches.  It  is,  however,  desirable  that  such  guidance 
on  legal  and  technical  matters  as  is  required  should, _  so 
far  as  possible,  be  conveyed  through  the  <:'hairman  him- 
self; the  very  appearance' of  an  attempt  to  influence  votes 
on  questions  of  policy  by  those  who  are  not  voters  should 
be  avoided.  The  conclusions  arrived  at  on  the  tariff 
question  were  sound  and  sensible ;  we  could  haidly  hope 
for  better  terms  than'  it  is  proposed  to  ask  for,  and  we 
cannot  accept  worse.  A  ballot  of  panel  chemists  is  the 
best  way  of  deciding  what  to  do  if  our  terms  are  rejected. 

Mr.  C.  T.  Allen's  Paper 

on  the  cost  of  dispensing,  though  ad- 
miiSible  in  its  main  contention,  is  open  to  several  criti- 
cisms.   I  object  on  principle  to  such  a  thorough  com- 
mercialising of  our  system  of  chai'ging.    This  is  how  the 
plumber  and  bricklayer  make  out  their  bills.    Cost  can- 
'  not,  of  course,  be  altogether  ignored ;  it  will  often  have 
to  be  taken  into  accoxint ;  but  as  a  rule  it  is  neither 
necessary  nor  desirable  to  pursue  the  elusive  decimal  to 
the  last  point  of  vision.    Again,  Mr.  Allen's  figures  will 
always  be  variable,  and  often  disputable.    No  invariable 
sum  can  ever  be  fixed   for  "overhead  charges,"  even 
if  the  prices  of  ingredients  and  containers  do  not  vary, 
as  they  always  will.    Mr.  Allen's  figures  in  the  example 
he  gives  show  that  such  charges  are  apt  to  be  arbitrary. 
He  prices  sod.  salicyl.  5ij.,  Id.;  pot.  cit.,  5ij.,  2d.;  but 
the  wholesale  price  of  the  latter  in  the  first  list  I  take 
up  is  only  2d.  pei'  lb.  more  than  that  of  the  other.  I 
am  persuaded  that,  after  all,  the  system  in  vogue  fifty 
years  since  is  preferable  ;  we  took  account  of  exceptional 
cost  only,  and  not  of  that  unless  it  was  very  exceptional, 
but  were  guided  mainly  by  the  quantity  dispensed  or 
the  number  of  doses,  the  charge  (whatever  it  was)  being 
made  to  include  overhead  charges  and  a  professional  fee. 


Your  Article 

on  Pharinacojioeial  nomenclature  reminds  me  of  one, 
by  an  eminent  writer  on  scientific  nomenclature,  which 
I  read  the  other  day.  It  was  a  complaint  that  the  ex- 
tremely technical  phraseology  of  most  modern  scientific 
treatises  makes  it  impossible  to  understand  them  with- 
out a  preliminary  study  of  scientific  terminology  involv- 
ing as  much  labour  as  the  acquisition  of  a  foreign  lan- 
guage, the  result  being  that  the  average  man  loses  all 
touch  with  science,  and  very  often  all  real  interest  in 
it.  In  Huxley's  day  it  was  still  possible  so  to  treat 
a  scientific  subject  as  to  attract  and  almost  to  compel 
attention,  but  thanks  to  minute  specialisation  and  a  meti- 
culous care  foi'  accuracy  of  Statement  if  is  so  no  longer. 
This,  the  write,r  said,  is  a  real  loss,  and  may  have  the 
result  of  deterring  many  who  are  by  nature  inclined  to 
the  study  of  science  from  entering  upon  it.  The  worst 
of  it  is  that  scientific  tei'minology  is  always  changing  : 
what  is  accepted  to-day  is  obsolete  to-morrow,  and  conveys 
either  no  meaning  at  all  or  a  misleading  one  to  the  neo- 
phyte.   This  is,  I  suspect,  especially  true  of  chemistry. 

In  his  Letter 

of  last  week  "L."  says  the  N.E.D.  "declares 
emphatically  that  it  [the  word  x')i"«^t.]  was  afterwards 
etymologically  confused   with  the  like-sounding  X"l^^''<^-" 
What  the  dictionary  actually  says  is  this:    "  Tlie  word 
is  explained  by  most  as  '  Egyptian  art,'  and  identified 
with     XVIJ-^",      Gr.   form   (in  Plutarch)   of  the  native 
name  of  Egypt  (land  of  Khofi  or  Khame,  'black  earth,' 
in  contrast  to  the  desert  sand).     If  so  fmy  italics"]  it 
was  afterwards  etymologically  confused  with  the  like- 
sounding    Gr.    x''i"f''n-"      Mahn    is    afterwards  cited, 
however,  for  the  suggestion  that     x^i"^'"     was  probably 
the    original,  '"being   first    applied    to  pharmaceutical 
chemistry,  which  was  chiefly  concerned  v/ith  juices  or 
infusions  of  plants,"  but  was  afterwards  "  associated  with 
the  ancient  name  of  Egypt,  and  spelt     XW"«.  XW'*-" 
My  statement  that  the  word  originally  referred  to  pour- 
ing, infusion,  and  that  xw'«  does  not  mean  "the  black 
art  "  was  based  mainly   on  this  passage,  which,  with 
Skeat's  Concise  Dictionary,  were  before  me  when  I  wrote. 
From    Skeat,    again,    "  L."    quotes    only    so   mucli  as 
serves  his  own  purpose.     In  the  1887  edition  of  his  book 
(the  onlv  one  I  possess)  Skeat  thus  derives  the  word, 
"Late  Gk.   xwe''',    chemistry;  for  X"/"^'"'   a  mingling — 
Gk.  x^'^"*!    to  pour  out.  mix."    Confusion  is  here  implied, 
but  the  pharmaceutical  view  is  accepted,  which  is  all 
that  matters  to  us  pharmacists.     This  is  my  last  word 
to  "  L."    I  must  leave  it  to  my  readers  to  decide  whether 
he  reports  his  authorities  the  more  accurately,  or  I. 


The  Future  of  Medicine 

is  the  subject  of  an  interesting  article 
by  Sir  James  Mackenzie  in  the  "  Contemporary  Review." 
The  gist  of   the  article  is  a  complaint  of  the  neglect 
in  hospital  practice  of  the  first  symptoms  of  ill-health — 
that  is,  of  those  "  subjective  sensations"  of  which  pain 
is  the  most  universal  and  significant.     It  is  not,  as  a 
rule,  until  physical  signs  are  apparent  and  actual  damage 
to  tissues  has  set  in,  that  hospital  practice  begins,  and 
since  research  takes  its  rise  mainly  in  hospital  and  post- 
mortem work  the  initial  stages  of  disease,  in  which  its 
causes  and  the  conditions  in  which  it  originates  could 
most  profitably  be  studied,  escape  the  attention  of  the 
scientist  properly  so  called.    It  is  the  general  practitioner, 
not  the  scientific  specialist,  who  knows  most  of  these 
(or  has  the  best  opportunity  of  knowing),  but  unfortu- 
nately he  has  neither  time  to  undertake  research  work 
as  such  nor  influence  with  those  upon  whom  its  encourage- 
ment and  organisation  depend.    We  are  tacitly  told  that 
if  preventive  medicine  is  to  advance,  the  study  of  the 
physical  signs  of  disease  which  has  been  the  chief  feature 
of  medical  science  for  the  last  fifty  years  must  to  some 
extent  give  place  to  research  into  its  origin  as  this  may  be 
traced  from  its  initial  stages.    This  is  not  an  altogether 
novel  idea — there  has  been  a  movement  in  this  direction 
for  some  years,  and  it  will  no  doubt  continue ;  nor  is  it 
perhaps  the  last  stage  of  medical  science.

Spirit  Matters. 

The  aiuiouucement  made  by  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  last  week  of  the  increase  of  20s.  per  proof 
gallon  in  the  Customs  Excise  duty  on  spirit  has  con- 
siderably perturbed  distillers  and  rectifiers  up  and  down 
the  country,  and  various  meetings  expressing  disapproval 
have  been  held  ;  but  the  prospects  of  a  successful  opposition 
to  the  increase  are  poor.  What  the  spirit  trade  objects 
to  is  the  strict  control  on  withdrawals  from  bond,  which 
is  hampering  manufacturers  (especially  the  smaller  ones)  in 
many  directions  It  may  be  recalled  that  at  the  end  of 
March  a  new  Order  (No.  23,  1919)  was  issued  by  the- 
Customs  and  Excise,  limiting  the  quota  of  deliveries  during, 
the  month  of  April  to  one  sixth  the  quantity  allowed  under 
the  authority  of  the  Advisory  Committee  to  be  delivered 
in  the  six  months  ending  September  30,  1919,  which  ratio 
is  considered  altogether  inadequate  to  meet  the  existing 
scarcity.  The  Order  was,  of  course,  issued  to  prevent, 
forestalling  the  Budget  increase,  but  at  the  present  high- 
duties  and  the  small  quota  allowed  there  is  no  inducement 
to  forestall,  and  the  consequence  is  that  some  of  the  smaller 
users  of  spirit  for  manufacturing  pul-poses  have  been 
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caught  short  and  have  had  to  go  without.  Prior  to  the 
war  we  were  able  to  give  prompt  official  information 
regarding  the  various  Orders  issued  by  the  Customs  and 
Excise  Department,  but  for  some  reason  these  Orders  are 
now  regarded  as  copyright  and  not  to  be  published,  so  that 
correct  and  prompt  information  is  difficult  to  obtain.  The 
proposed  changes  in  the  taxation  of  spirits  and  beer  are 
shown  in  the  followina;  table  :

Preference  : 

Duties  on  fore  ir/n  spirits  to  be  increased  from  Septem- 
ber 1  by  an  additional  duty  of  2s.  6d.  per  proof  gallon  on 
enumerated  spirits  and  on  other  spirits  in  proportion. 
Immediately  the  increased  duty  was  announced,  wholesale 
druggists  met,  and  acting  on  the  assumption  that  they 
would  be  allowed  abatement  to  the  extent  of  the  increase, 
they  decided  to  make  no  change  in  the  prices  of  spirituous 
preparations  for  medicinal  purposes,  but  on  non-medicinal 
preparations  it  was  decided  to  advance  prices  by  5s. 
per  lb.  Early  in  the  week  definite  information  was 
received  from  the  Customs  and  Excise  by  Wm.  Ransom 
&  Son,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  that  a  clause  would 
be  inserted  in  the  Finance  Bill  making  jjrovision  for  abate- 
ment on  medicinal  spirits  equal  to  the  further  increase  in 
the  tax.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  stage  has  not  been 
reached  in  the  House  in  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means, 
but  in  practice  it  should  mean  a  total  abatement  of  35s.  9d. 
per  proof  gallon  (i.e.  15s.  9f?.  jjZms  20s.).  It  is  distinctly 
understood,  however,  that  before  spirit  is  shpplied  to  a 
manufacturer  the  full  duty  of  50s.  per  proof  gallon  has  to 
be  paid  and  that  the  refund  may  be  a  matter  of  several 
months.  In  view  of  the  Budget  increase  of  20s.  per  proof 
gallon  on  spirit,  there  is  a  movement  on  foot  among  the 
wholesale  perfumers  to  approach  the  Government  asking 
for  the  concession  of  dutj"-free  spirit  for  the  home  trade, 
or  to  be  put  on  the  same  terms  as  wholesale  druggists  and 
manufacturing  chemists  in  regard  to  abatement.  This  is  a 
matter  which  only  affects  the  home  trade  in  perfumery, 
as  the  largest  perfumers  work  in  bonded  factories,  the 
goods  leaving  the  premises  without  paying  a  penny  to 
Customs  or  Excise,  while  the  smaller  exporter  obtains  a 
drawback  on  the  duty-paid  spirit,  although  he  may  have 
to  wait  several  months  before  he  gets  it.  It  has  been  sug- 
gested that  the  situation  would  be  improved  if  the  Govern- 
ment would  allow  six  months'  credit  to  perfume  manu- 
facturers of  the  duty  chargeable  on  spirit,  but  the  sug- 
gestion is  not  likely  to  commend  itself  to  the  authorities. 
Naturally  prices  of  popular  lines  of  perfumery  have  been 


raised  by  retailers,  and  the  Perfumers  Section  of  the 
London  Chamber  of  Commerce  met  on  Wednesday  to 
consider  what  steps  they  will  take.  Undoubtedly  the  home 
trude  in  perfumery  has  been  very  prosperous  during  the 
war  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  retail  prices  have  been 
doubled  and  even  trebled  in  some  instances.  The  exports 
of  perfumery  from  France  have  been  well  maintained 
during  the  war,  but  whether  the  raising  of  the  Custom.s 
duty  from  21.  8s.  4rf.  to  Al^  Os.  2d.  the  liquid  gallon  will 
have  a  deterrent  effect  on  imports  into  Great  Britain 
remains  to  be  seen. 


South  African  Influenza  Epidemic. 

Some  idea  of  the  special  difficulties  in  combating  epidemic- 
diseases  in  our  Colonies  is  supplied  by  an  examination 
of  the  Report  of  the  Influenza  Epidemic  Commission  of 
the  Union  of  South  Africa,  which  has  just  come  to  hand. 
The  Commission  was  appointed  by  Lord  Buxton  to  inquire 
into  the  probable  causes  and  possible  pi'evention  of  the- 
epidemic  which  created  such  havoc,  particularly  among 
the  native  population,  in  September  1918.  When  one' 
considers  that,  according  to  the  official  statistics,  theifr 
were  2,616,805  cases  in  a  total  population  of  6,115,212,. 
and  that  of  these  cases  5.32  per  cent,  were  fatal,  it  will' 
be  seen  that  stringent  investigation  was  justifiable.  The 
Commission  commenced  its  labours  at  Pretoria  in  De- 
cember, 1918,  and  sat  afterwards  at  Johannesburg, 
Durban,  Pietermaritzburg,  East  London,  Bloemfontein,. 
Kimberiey,  and  Cape  Town  successively,  examining 
in  all  192  witnesses.  The  bulk  of  the  witnesses- 
were  medical  men,  mayors  of  Corporations,  etc.,  and  we 
can  only  find  that  two  cliemists  were  consulted — Mr. 
Henry  vSinclair,  "  farmer  and  chemist,"  Fort  Beau- 
fort, and  Mr.  F.  Carter,  Bloemfontein.  As  a  result 
of  their  investigations,  the  Commission  finds  that  there- 
is  reason  to  doubt  that  Bacillus  influenzce  [B.  Pfeiffer)  or 
any  of  the  other  organisms  so  far  found  associated  with 
cases  of  epidemic  influenza  (or  "Spanish  influenza")  are 
the  true  causative  agents  of  epidemic  influenza.  Ceitain 
authorities  hold  that  an  ultramicroscopic  virus  may  be 
the  cause.  Although  the, epidemic  may  have  been  preva- 
lent in  the  country  entirely  independent  of  any  introduc- 
tion of  infection  from  outside  sources,  the  evidence  before- 
the  Commission  indicated  that  outside  infection  w.^s  a 
deciding  factor  in  precipitating  the  epidemic.  There  is 
strong  suspicion  that  ships  infected  with  epidemic  in- 
fluenza introduced  the  infection  by  both  the  Western 
routs  from  Europe  and  Sierra  Leone,  and  the  Eastern- 
route  from  countries  East  and  North  of  South  Africa, 
and  tliis  belief  is  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  the  earliest 
date  that  can  be  fixed  for  the  outbreak  in  the  Union 
is  September  14,  1918,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  harbour  area 
at  Durban.  In  this  connection  the  Commission  regrets 
that  no  concerted  international  action  was  taken  at  an 
early  stage,  and  suggests  the  establishment  of  an  inter- 
national organisation  fo-r  the  rapid  dissemination  of 
authoritative  information  rtegarding  epidemics.  The 
weight  of  expert  evidence,  however,  is  decidedly  against 
the  effectiveness  of  maritime  quarantine  in  a  disease  of 
the  nature  of  epidemic  influenza,  in  spite  of  the  ex- 
perience of  Australia.  According  to  a  telegram  sent  by 
the  Governor-General  of  the  Commonwealth  to  the 
Governor-General  of  the  Union  quarantine  measures  were 
given  the  credit  for  restricting  the  epidemic  considerably 
in  Australia.  All  ships  from  South  Africa,  New  Zealand, 
Fiji,  and  other  infected  countries  near  Australia  were 
quarantined  for  seven  days  after  arrival,  with  daily 
thermometer  parades  and  daily  Inhalation  with  steam 
p/;/s  2  per  cent,  zinc  sulphate  solution.  In  case  of  in- 
fected ships,  immediate  removal  of  patients,  daily  ther- 
mometer parades,  daily  inhalation,  and  inoculation  with 
vaccine  were  resorted  to.  The  measures  taken  to  combat 
the  disease  in  South  Africa  were  (besides  the  quaran- 
tining of  ships)  warnings  to  magistrates,  local  authori- 
ties, and  the  public  generally,  regarding  methods  of  pre- 
vention, advice  regarding  treatment,  and  the  manufacture 
and  employment  of  a  polyvalent  vaccine.  The  evidence 
of  bacteriologists  and  medical  men  in  regard  to  the  utility 
of  present-day  vaccines  is,  however,  so  controversial  that 
the  Commission  cannot  make  definite  recommendations  in

tliat  connection.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  Dr.  Watkins- 
Pitchford,  Director  of  the  South  African  Institute  for 
Medical  Research,  Johannesburg,  states  in  a  memorandum 
that  ^ 

It  is  entirely  unjustifiable,  in  the  present  state  of 
our  knowledge,  to  claim  that  any  bacterial  vaccine  con- 
fers any  protection  whatever  against  epidemic  influenza. 
He  thinks,  however,  that  adequate  doses  of  a  compre- 
hensive (Lister's  8-group)  pneumococcal  vaccine  may 
possibly  be  useful  in  preventing  pneumonic  complications, 
and  be  of  service  where  such  have  arisen.  This  latter, 
opinion  is  endorsed  by  Dr.  Willmot,  Assistant  M.O.H., 
Gape  To\yn,  and  by  Dr.  Robertson,  G-overnment  Bacterio- 
logist, who  report  that  the  results  of  a  mixed  vaccine 
(influenza  bacillus.  Pneiimococcus  mncosus,  Micrococcus 
catarrhalis,  and  Friedlander's  pneumobacillus)  are  en- 
couraging, especially  as  regards  the  prevention  of 
secondary  pneumonia  and  the  reduction  of  mortality.  In 
a  notice  issued  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health, 
Pre'toria,  it  was  recommended  that  treatm-ent  should  be 
begun  with  a  dose  of  castor  oil  c*  other  purgative,  plenty 
of  milk  and  hot  drinks  should  be  given,  and,  in  severe 
oases,  especially  in  old  persons,  small  doses  of  stimulants 
every  two  or  three  hours.  "  There  is  no  specific  cure 
for  the  disease,  but  quinine  in  small  doses,  aspirin,  and 
similar  drugs  are  useful."  The  principal  recommendations 
of  the  Commission  adum.brated  a  general  mobilisation  of 
medical,  surgical,  sanitary  and  hygienic  forces,  to  fight 
.such  epidemics  in  future.  One  paragraph  (too  strong 
for  three  of  the  members  of  the  Commission,  who  dis- 
sented from  it)  went  so  far  as  to  recommend  that  Govern- 
ment, in  the  presence  of  a  widespread  epidemic  threatening 
,great  loss  of  life,  should,  in  addition  to  having  the  power 
of  commandeering  supplies,  buildings,  etc.,  take  to  itself 
the  emergency  power  of  requisitioning  the  services  of  any 
person  required  to  combat  it. 

The  Peace  Treaty. 

We  notice  in  a  draft  of  the  Peace  Treaty  that 

The  Commission  will  also  have  the  option  of  requir- 
ing Germany  to  deliver  with  a  maximum  limit  of  50  r<"-r 
cent,  of  the  total  stock  all  kinds  of  dye-stuffs,  chemi- 
cals, ^nd  quinine  and  other  pharmaceutical  products, 
this  being  deducted  as  usual  from,  the  total  debt. 
This,  if  true,  is  an  important  statement,  and  furthei 
details  are  anxiously  awaited.  In  fact,  a  definite  official 
pronouncement  should  be  made  by  the  British  Govern- 
ment at  once  as  to  their  policy  in  regard  to  future  Ger- 
man trading.  Much  of  the  hand-to-mouth  business  which 
has  prevailed  in  this  market  since  the  signing  of  the 
Armistice  six  months  ago  is  due  to  the  lack  of  a  policy 
by  the  Government.  The  question  is,  \yhat  German  chemi- 
cals will  be  allowed  to  be  imported  ?  A  large  British 
industiy  in  fine  chemicals  has  been  built  up  since 
the  war  and  directly  encouraged  by  the  Government,  who 
gave  certain  promises  of  protection.  British  firms  are  now 
looking  for  a  measure  of  security,  and  certainly  do  not 
expect  to  be  exposed  to  the  full  force  of  German  com- 
petition when  peace  is  declared.  Some  indication  ought 
to  be  given  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  as  buyers 
are  much  exercised  in  their  minds  and  much  business 
for  forward  delivery  is  held  up.  An  interesting  pro- 
vision in  the  treaty  is  that  Germany  must  ratify  the 
Opium  Convention  of  1912  and  agree  to  bring  it  into  force. 
Germany  is  not  to  be  allowed  to  intei'fere  with  the  special 
war  measures  of  the  Allies  in  regard  to  enemy-owned 
patents. 

Wh.w  is  K  Phabm.\CIST? — A  pharmacist  is  not  a  druggist. 
A  druggist  is  a  merchant  in  drugs,  a  dealer  in  substances 
which,  though  originally  used  in  medicines,  came  to  be 
used  in  many  other  arts.  The  pharmacist,  synonymous  with 
pharmaceutist  and  apothecary,  but  not  with  druggist  or 
chemist,  is  an  educated,  qualified  practitioner  of  the  art 
of  pharmacy.  He  is  a  dealer  in  substances  used  to  prevent 
and  relieve  distress;  who  has  the  knowledge  and  skill  to 
secure  a  proper  quality  in  his  merchandise ;  to  prepare 
this  for  its  \iltimate  uses ;  and  to  secure  it  against  acci- 
dental and  criminal  misapplication.  The  druggist  is  a 
merchant  like  the  grocer,  the  dry-goods  dealer,  etc.  The 
pharmacist  may  be  all  this,  but  must  be  very  much  more. — 
Edicard  B.  Squibb. 


Chlorine  and  Cocaine  in  Art. 


Although,  as  one  might  expect,  the  predominant  tone  ia 
this  year's  Academy  is  khaki,  there  appears,  nevertheless, 
to  be  a  revulsion  by  a  not  inconsiderable  section  of  ex- 
hibitors in  favour  of  scenes  of  peace  and  beauty,  principal'v 
English  landscapes.  This  relief  is  grateful  and  comforting 
oven  to  the  non-technical  visitor,  whose  cult  is  pharmacy 
rather  than  High  Art.  Of  course,  the  picture  of  the  year- 
Sargent's  "  Gassed  "  (120)— depends  on  chemistry  for  its 
origin,  but  it  is  a  permanent  record  of  the  prostitution  of 
chemical  science  to  the  basest  uses,  and  the  effect  is  harrow- 
ing. It  occupies  almost  the  whols  of  the  western  wall  of 
Gallery  No.  III.,  and  represents  (as  all  the  daily  papers 
have  told)  a  frieze  of  gassed  soldiers  being  kid  blindfolded 
away  for  treatment,  while  the  front  of  the  picture  is  taken 
up  with  other  blindfolded  men  lying  writhing  in  agony, 
and  the  background  with  another  squad  playing  football. 
It  is  lent  (together  with  .a  series  of  lurid  munition-making 
pictures  by  Anna  Airy)  by  the  Imperial  War  Museum. 
Another  oil  which  captures  the  popular  imagination  is  also 
a  pharmaceutical  subject — "Cocaine"  (248) — by  Alfred 
Priest.  This  depicts  a  young  man  in  his  shirt-sleeves,  appa-' 
rently  "  doped,"  with  his  head  on  his  wife's  lap.  "The 
misery  in  the  woman's  face  tells  the  wretched  story.  One 
turns  with  some  professional  cuiriosit'y  to  "  The  Love 
Philtre "  (54),  by  Sir  Edward  Poynter — particularly  seeing 
that  it  is  repeated  in  water-colours  (708) — but  one  finds  only 
a  nude  maiden  standing  on  a  rock  with  a  hag  in  the  back- 
ground pi-eparing  the  philtre  by  heat  in  a  brazier,  and  recit- 
ing the  incantation  to  her  client.  Another  picture  which 
"  breaks  the  word  of  promise  to  the  hope "  is  "  Myrrh. 
Aloes,  and  Cassia  "  (303),  by  the  Hon.  John  Collier.  '  The 
eager  chemist,  scenting  "  shop,"  is  disappointed  to  find 
merely  the  usual  gorgeous  Oriental  arrangement  of  a  houri 
on  a  divan  with  an  Ethiopian  holding  up  for  her  inspection 
gorgeous  raiment,  "smelling  of  myrrh,  laloes,  and  cassia 
out  of  the  ivory  palaces  whereby  they  have  made  thee 
glad."  But  if  Jio  is  careful  the  pharmacist  will  have  a 
"find"  among  the  water-colours.  Over  the  very  ordinary 
title  of  "Interior  of  an  Old  Shop"  (769),  Lucy  E.  Pierce 
has  made  a  clever  and  effective  picture  of  an  ancient  apothe- 
cary's surgery.  A  corner  of  the  dispensing-counter  is  given, 
with  the  proper  accessories,  such  as  small  ointment-jars, 
confection-pots,  and  old-fashioned  shop-rounds  (but  which 
includes  a.n  abnormal  number  of  g-lass  graduates)  as  fore- 
gtomid.  Over  the  doorway  leading  to  the  room  beyond  is 
the  legend,  "Bleeding,  Cupping,  and  Tooth  Drawing." 
Hung  alongside  is,  appropriately  enough,  a  portrait  of 
"Theo.  B.  Hyslop,  Esq.,  M.D.';  (768),  by  _  P.  A.  Hay. 
Other  portraits  of  medical  men  include  "  Lieut. -Gen.  Sir 
Alfred  Keogh"  (243),  by  Arthur  Hacker;  "The  lato  Dr. 
David  Little  Operating  for  Cataract"  (270),  by  Hai-old 
Speed;  "Surgeon-Colonel  Attwood  Thome"  (494),  by 
Percv  R.  Craft;  and  "Edwin  Rayner,  Esq.,  M.D.. 
F.R.C.S."  (650),  by  A.  T.  Nowell.  Among  the  oils  is  a 
winter  scene  (12),  by  J.  Coutts  Michie  (whoso  brother  is  a 
London  chemist),  and  among  the  drawings  is  a  "  St.  George" 
medallion,  by  Frank  M.  Taubman  (who  is  a  chemist  a-s 
well  as  an  artist).  In  the  Architectural  Room  the  President 
of  the  Academy,  Sir  Aston  Webb,  exhibits  (together  with 
J?t'Iaurice  E.  Webb)  "Groups  of.  Proposed  Sussex  Cottages" 
(1393),  and  a  "  Memorial  War  Shrine,  St.  Bartholomew  the 
Great,  E.G."  (1436),  as  well  as  a  scheme  for  the  "  Victoria 
ancl  Albert  Museum  "  (1432),  by  himself.  Some  of  the  war 
memorials  are  very  fine,  one  in  particular  among  the  sculp- 
ture in  the  Central  Hall  being  a  sketch  model,  one-eighth 
full-size  (1499),  bv  Sir  W.  Goscombe  John,  for  Port  Sun- 
licrht.  Particular  interest  attaches  to  the  daiiity  statuette  "La 
Brise"  (1569),  by  Alice  R.  Lund,  who  is  the  daughter  of 
a  Lancaster  chemist.

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Pharmaceutical  Society 

of  Great  Britain. 
Council-meeting. 

'A  MEETING  of  the  Council  was  held  on  Tuesday,  May  5, 
at  lb  Bloonisbury  Square,  London,  W.C.  All  the  nK-mfeers 
were  present,  and  the  chair  was  occupied  by  Mr.  W.  L. 
Currie,  the  President. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  held  on  April  2  were  read  and 
confirmed. 

The  Late  Me.  S.  R.  Atkins. 
The  President,  in  submitting-  a  resolution  expressing  the 
Council'a  regret  at  the  death  of  Mr.  S.  R.  Atkins,  Salisbury, 
remarked  that  the  reference  he  had  made  at  the  last  meet- 
ing to  the  sad  event  had  boon  rather  spasmodic  because  of 
its  unexpectedness.  He  did  not  think  that  in  referring  to  the 
loss  which  pharmacy  had  sustained  by  the  death  of  Mr. 
Atkins  he  could  add  to  anything  which  had  been  men- 
tioned in  the  pharmaceutical  Press.   He  therefore  moved  : 

That  this  Council  learns  with  regret  the  death  of  Mr. 
S.  R.  Atkins,  who,  during  a  career  happily  prolonged 
beyond  the  average  period  of  activity,  freely  gave  to  the 
Society  and  to  pharmacy  the  results  of  his  knowledge, 
his  experience,  and  his  culture.  As  a  Councillor  for 
thirty-one  yeai's,  Vice-President  of  the  Council,  Treasurer, 
and  President,  he  served  his  generation  with  conspicuous 
grace  ajid  ability ;  and  his  calling  has  reason  to  remember 
with  gratitude  the  shrewd  judgment,  the  whole-hearted 
devotion,  and  the  administrative  insight  which  he  brought 
to  bear  upon  the  pharmaceutical  problems  of  the  day. 
The  Council,  recalling  his  singvdar  charm  of  manner, 
his  gift  of  cultivated  expression,  and  his  varied  attain- 
ments, feels  that  the  memory  of  Samuel  Ralph  Atkins 
■will  always  occupy  an  honoured  pre-eminence  in  the  his- 
tory of  tJie  Society  which  he  loved  and  served  so  well. 

The  Vice-Peesident  formally  seconded  the  resolution. 
Mr.  Campkin  and  Mr.  White  siipported.it,  and  the  Council, 
upstanding  and  in  silence,  adopted  the  resolution. 

Condolences. 

The  Peesident  said  he  had  also  to  express  the  deepest 
regret  of  the  Council  at  the  deaths  of  three  prominent  mem- 
bers of  the  Society.  The  late  Sir  William  C'rookes^  an 
hononary  member,  who  died  on  April  4  at  the  advanced 
age  of  eighty-six,  was  known  to  all  for  his  remarkable 
reputation  for  scientific  and  scholarly  attainments. 
The  late  Mr.  J.  H.  Matthews,  to  whose  death  reference 
should  have  been  previously  made,  was  very  prominent  in 
pharmacy  in  the  county  of  Essex.  He  did  excel- 
lent service  for  his  calling  in  that  county.  Then  the  Society 
had  suffered  a  great  loss  by  the  death  of  Mr.  G.  W.  Udale, 
who  for  fourteen  or  fifteen  years  had  acted  as  a  local 
Secretary.  The  Council  deeply  sympathised  with  the  rela- 
tives, who  now  mourned  the  loss  of  these  most  estimable 
members. 

Conghatiilations  to  the  Secretary. 

The  President  remarked  that  he  could  not  allow  the 
opportunity  to  pass  without  making  some  reference  to  the 
Jiigh  honour  which  had  been  bestowed  upon  one  who  was 
not  only  a  member  of  the  Society,  but  also  its  most  im- 
portant official.  (Applause.)  When  they  saw  the  intima- 
tion that  the  honour  of  knighthood  had  been  conferred  upon 
their  .Secretary  and  Registrar,  members  of  the  Society  were 
afforded  the  greatest  satisifaotion.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  had  been 
Imown  to  pharmacy  for  a  great  many  years — more  pro- 
minently for  twenty  years — and  the  least  he  could  say 
was  that  the  honour  h.ad  been  well  earned  and  that  it 
would  be  worthily  sustained.  (Applause.)  Members  of  the 
Council  and  of  the  Society  must  feel  a  reflected  glory  which 
had  com^  to  their  Secretary.  But  it  would  make  no  differ- 
ence to  Glyn-Jones  whether  he  was  Sir  or  plain  Mr. 
William.  It  was  their  sincerest  hope  that  he  would  be 
long  spared  to  enjoy  the  distinction  which  was  about  to  be 
conferred,  and  in  the  fuiure  to  render  his  best  services  to 
pharmacy  as  he  had  done  in  the  past.  (Applause.) 

The  Secretary,  who  on  rising  to  reply  was  received  with 
ajjplause,  said  that  the  reinarks  made  by  the  President  only 
formed  another  instance  of  the  kindness,  courtesy,  and,  he 
might  add,  forbearance  which  he  and  his  colleagues  on  the 
Council  had  always  shown  to  him,  and  he  wished  them  to 
lielieve  that  for  it  all  he  was  very  grateful.  About  thirty- 
four  years  ago,  he  supposed,  pharmacy  gave  him  his  chance, 
and  if  there  was  any  ground  whatever  for  pharmacists 
thinkins:  that  he  had  "  made  good,"  he  was  more  than 
gratified. 


The  President  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  was  the  wish 
of  the  Council  as  well  as  of  members  of  the  Society  that  a 
permanent  record  should  be  made  of  the  unique  honour  ■ 
conferred  upon   one  of  their  officials.    He  therefore  pro- 
posed : 

That  this  Council  tenders  its  heartiest  and  most  sincere 
congratulations  to  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones,  Secretary  and 
Registrar  of  the  Society,  on  the  honour  recently  c-onferred 
upon:  him  in  recognition  of  his  Parliamentary  and  public 
services,  and  desires  to  express  to  him  the  gratification 
which  every  member  of  the  Council  feels,  in  common  with 
every,  other  person  associated  with  British  pharmacy,  that 
to  the  estimation  of  his  work  and  worth  in  pharmaceutical 
affairs  has  now  been  added  the  endorsement  of  public 
approval  and  the  confirmation  of  his  Majesty  the  King. 

Mr.  White  formally  seconded  the  resolution,  which  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

Annual  Accounts. 
The   annual   statement  of   accounts,   togeither  with  the 
auditors'  report,  were  then  considered,  the  Secretary  stating 
that  they  had  been  circulated  to  all  the  members  of  the 
Council. 

Mr.  Wolff  submitted  that  the  by-laws  provided  for  a 
certain  method  by  which  the  annual  statement  of  ac<:ounts 
should  be  submitted.  This,  he  contended,  had  not  been, 
adhered  to  in  this  particular  instance.  He  strongly  objected 
to  the  annual  financial  statement  not  coming  before  the 
Finance  Committee  in  the  orthodox  and  i>ropcr  manner,  and 
asked  for  a  ruling  on  the  point. 

The  Treasurer  (Mr.  Bilson)  stated  that  on  the  occasion 
of  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  ithe  tta/tement  of  the 
annual  accoiints  Jiad  not  arrived  from  the  printers.  Before 
the  proceedings  of  th'e  meeting  commenced  he  went  round 
the  table  and  requested  every  member  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mitter to  meet  for  a  few  minutes  in  another  room  at  th© 
conclusion  of  the  Council  business.  That  invitation  was 
extended  to  Mr.  Wolff  among  the  others.  At  the  close  of 
the  meeting  he  went  round  the  table  and  for  a  second  time 
asked  the  members  of  the  Committee  to  meet,  and  on  this 
occasion  of  receiving  the  invitation  Mr.  Wolff  agreed  to  it. 
The  Finance  Committee  subsequently  met  in  the  Secretary's 
room  and  passed  the  accounts. 

Mr.  Wolff  said  that  as  no  minutes  of  the  meeting  referred 
to  by  the  Treasurer  existed,  he  presumed  that  no  meeting 
had  been  held.  Another  point,  however,  whicli  he  desired 
to  mention  was  that  the  statement  submitted  on  the  occa- 
sion of  the  meeting  alluded  to  was  for  perfunctoi-y  dis- 
cussion, and  was  not  acitually  the  statement  now  before  the 
Council.  The  statement  as  it  now  appeared  had  never  been 
before  the  Finance  Committee,  had  never  bofn  accepted  or 
passed  by  them,  and  was,  strictly,  out  of  order.  It  seemed 
incredible  that  neither  the  Council  nor  the  C^jmmittee  should 
have  had  an  opportunity  of  discussing  the  financial  report 
in  the  form  in  which  it  was  now  submitted. 

The  Treasurer  replied  that  the  whole  of  the  accounts 
were  before  the  Committee,  and  had  been  passed  with  the 
exception  of  the  portion  relating  to  the  income  and  expendi- 
ture of  the  Local  Associations  Executive. 

Mr.  Hines,  without  wishing  to  raise  any  controversial 
matter  at  that  point,  stated  that  at  the  more  or  less  Sub- 
Committee  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee  'lie  distinctly- 
objected  to  the  annual  financial  statement,  as  then  tabled, 
containing  no  particulars  with  regard  to  thewfinancos  of  the 
Local  Associations  Executive,  although,  as  they  were 
informed  a  month  ago,  they  formed  part  of  the  general 
funds  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Wolff  asked  for  a  ruling  on  the  point  whether  the 
Finance  Committee  had  the  power  to  alter  any  document 
drawn  up  in  the  office  and  presented  to  them,  and  whether 
it  was  in  order,  while  the  Council  were  assembled,  for  a 
Sub-Committee  or  members  of  a  Sub-Committee  to  absent 
themselves  and  hold  a  meeting  in  another  room. 

The  President  :  If  they  chose  to,  surely  :  no  doubt  at  all, 
without  any  doubt  at  all. 

Mr.  Wolff  :  Then  I  desire  to  j-rotest  that  I.  as  a  member 
of  the  Committee,  was  not  asked  to  attend  the  meeting  to 
pass  the  statement  of  the  financial  accounts  of  the  Society. 

The  Secretary  explained  that  the  lesponsibility  for  the 
delav  lay  entirely  with  the  officers.  The  accounts,  at 
ordinary  times,  should  have  been  presented  to  the  auditors 
about  a  month  before  they  actually  were.  But  the  Council 
were  fully  aware  of  what  had  transpired  during  the  past 
two  or  three  months.  Tlie  work  had  enoiTnously  increased, 
and  there  had  been  no  addition  to  the  staff  to  cope  with  it. 

Mr.   Skinner  asked  whether  the  various  investments  of 
the  Society,  as  they  appeared  in  the  accounts,  were  esti- 
mated at  their  par  or  present  market  values.    This  ques- 
tion,   he  remarked,   had    frequently  been    submitted  by 
I  members  at  annual  meetings.    Last  year  there  was.  if  not 
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a  promise,  at  least  half  a  suggestion  that  the  investments 
would  in  future  appear  at  their  actual  market  value. 

The  President  :  Thev  are  put  down  here  at  cost,  I  think. 

Mr  HiNES  thought  "it  was  important  that  the  Finance 
Committee  should  have  the  point  mentioned  by  Mr.  Skinner 
brought  up  for  consideration.  _      ,  ,  ■ 

Mr  Wolff  deprecated  the  necessity  for  there  being  an 
eleventh-hour  discussion  on  such  an  important  subject  as 
the  statement  of  the  annual  accounts.  His  grievance  was 
that  he  had  not  been  able  to  see  the  document  till  then. 

The  Phesident:  When  did  you  receive  it,  Mr.  Wolff? 

Mr  Wolff:  At  nine  o'clock  this  morning.  I  have  been 
out  of  town.  (Cries  of  "Ah!")  lie  asked  whether  the 
amo^lnt  of  25,000Z.  stated  in  the  account  would,  m  the 
opinion  of  the' officials,  be 'a  sum  amply  sufficient  to  cover 
the  cost  of  dilapidations  and  the  expenses  the  Society 
would  be  put  to  when  the  lease  of  their  premises  ran  out. 
As  instances  of  the  necessity  for  entering  the  value  of  the 
investments  of  accumulated  funds  at  the  present  ma-rket 
value,  Mr.  Wolff  stated  that  Metropolitan  Water  Stock, 
entered  at  l,509^  7o..  was  at  the  present  time  only  worth 
1,198/..  whilst  Port  of  London  Authority  stock,  entered  at 
2,000?.,  was  only  worth  1,6651.  to-day.  In  cases  like  these, 
investments  should  be  entered  at  their  actual  values,  so 
that  members  should  know  exactly  what  the  assets  of  the 
Society  amounted  to. 

Mr.  Campkin  said  that,  speaking  from  what  little 
actuarial  knowledge  he  possessed,  he  was  of  opinion  that 
any  valuation  of  investments  short  of  the  quinquennial 
period  would  be  of  little  service  in  the  direction  indicated 
by  previous  speakers. 

Elections  and  Restorations. 

By  resolutions  formally  moved  and  seconded,  it  was 
nareod  that  sixty-three  persons  be  elected  members*  that 
207  be  elected  student-associates,  that  342  be  restored  to 
the  Society,  and  that  two  names  be  restored  to  the  Register 
of  Chemists  and  Druggists.  The  Secretary  reported  that 
since  the  last  meeting  he  had  registered  404  persons  as 
aijprcntices  or  students. 

COEEESPOKDENCE. 

The  Secretary  read  a  resolution  forwarded  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Hampshire  Pharmacists'  Association,  and  passed 
at  a  meeting  held  at  Winchester  on  March  19,  to  the  effect 
that  the  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund  should  only  be 
expended  on  men  who  have  served  with  the  Forces  who 
were  hona-fide  apprentices  or  assistants  in  1914,  or  pharma- 
cists in  business  who  were  called  up,  and  whose  businesses 
had  suffered  on  account  of  the  war.  Referred  to  the  War 
Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Privy  Council,  forwarding 
a  copy  of  a  report  by  Dr.  A.  P.  Luff  on  the  examinations 
held  bv  the  Society  in  London  during  the  year  ended 
March  "31,  1919.     '        _  . 

Resolutions  in  opposition  to  the  proposed  admission  of 
apothecary  assistants  to  the'Register  of  Oh6mis.ts  and  Drug- 
gists  were  read  from  the  Coventry,  Hull,  and  Huddersfield 
Associations. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Pharmacy 
Board,  Brisbane,  stating  that  numbers  of  young  men 
arrive  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia  who  had  passed 
the  usual  period  of  apprenticeship  required  in  Great 
Britain,  but  had  no  articles  of  apprenticeship  indicating 
that  they  had  served  their  apprenticeship,  or  certificate 
from  the  Secretary  or  any  person  connected  with  the 
Council  of  the  Societv.  This,  the  letter  went  on  to  say, 
was  a  distinct  hardship  to  the  young  men  concerned.  It 
was  resolved  to  refer  the  letter  to  the  Examinations  Com- 
mittee, who,  the  Secretary  mentioned,  were  considering  the 
subject  matter  at  that  moment. 

Demobilised  Students. 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Macclesfield 
Pharmacists'  Association  forwarding  a  resolution  in  which 
surprise  was  expressed  that  students  who  had,  on  demobili- 
sation, commenced,  or  who  wished  'to  commence,  prepara- 
tion for  the  Minor  were  unable  to  obtain  financial  assistance 
from  the  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund,  and  expressing 
also  the  opinion  that  this  is  grossly  unfair  to  those  assis- 
tants who  had  made  arrangements  for  pursuing  their 
studies  and  who  had  good  reason  to  expect  substantial  help 
from  the  Fund. — ^Mr.  Parey  said  he  was  rather  surprised 
that  at  that  time  of  day  such  a  letter  and  such  a  resolution 
should  have  been  forwarded  bv  anv  Association  considering 
that  during  the  present  year  the  War  Auxiliary  Benevolent 
Fund,  through  the  Council,  had  distributed  something  over 
1.000?.  to  students  who  had  commenced  their  studies,  and 
that  in  not  a  single  case  had  assistance  been  refused  where 


application  for  assistance  under  the  circumstances  had  been 
made.— Mr.  J.  Haecomue-Cuff  was  glad  to  hear  Mr.  Parry's 
statement,  because  he  had  been  informed  that  young  men 
who  wished  to  commence  their  studies  now  had  been  put  ofE 
till  October. 

Venereal  Disease  Propaganda 
_  A  communication  from  the  St.  Helens  Chemists'  Associe- 
tion  stated  that  at  their  previous  monthly  meeting 
Ref.  C.L.  31  was  discussed.  The  Association  protested 
against  being  associated  with  any  venereal  diseases  propa- 
ganda, but  at  the  same  time  submitted  to  the  notice  of 
the  Society  that  any  dispensing  done  in  such  institutions 
should  be  at  once  placed  in  the  hands  of  qualified  chemists. 
In  their  own  town  alone  an  enormous  amount  of  dispensing 
was  taken  out  of  the  hands  of  pharmacists  by  different 
clinics.  Until  such  time  as  this  was  put  a  stop  to  members 
of  the  Association  were  not  disposed  to  take  ajiy  action 
as  to  1  and  2  of  C.L.  31,  considering  that  if  they  did  so 
it  would  ultimately  lead  to  further  trade  being  ta,ken  away 
from  them. — Mr.  Skinner,  regarding  the  matter  raised  in  the 
letter  as  what  he  descriloed  as  one  of  the  major  questions 
now  engaging  attention,  suggested  that  ^the  whole  of  it 
should  be  referred  to  one  of  the  principal  Committees.  . 
The  growth  of  clinics  of  various  kinds  had  been  enormous, 
and  a  tremendous  amount  of  money  was  being  spent  on 
them.  At  the  present  time  great  numbers  of  demobilised 
soldiers  were  being  packed  on  to  hospitals  for  no  other 
purpose  than  that  of  having  their  prescriptions  dispensed. 
Ii,  seemed  to  him  that  if  the  interests  of  demobilised  soldiers, 
many  of  whom  would  reciuire  medicine  for  years  to  come, 
were  to  be  properly  served,  the  dispensing  should  be  done 
by  chemists  and  druggists,  and  not  ie  under  the  control  of 
public  institutions.— Mr.  Pahby,  in  moving  that  the  whole 
matter  be  referred  to  the  Ministry  of  Plealth  Committee 
for  consideration  and  report,  stated  that  in  Liverpool  the 
growth  of  clinics  had  been  enormous.  There  was  a  tendency 
at  the  present  time,  in  public  hospitals  supported  by  the 
rates,  to  supply  medicines  and  to  take  money  for  theni 
over  the  counter,  the  hospitals  thus  becoming  rate-subsi- 
dised shops  in  opposition  to  the  chemist  and  druggist.— 
Mr.  Deakin,  in  seconding  the  proposition,  mentioned  that 
in  some  instances  clinics  were  becoming  places  at  which 
even  food  was  being  distributed  at  the  public  expense. 
It  was  about  time  that  such  a  serious  question  as  the  one 
raised  by  the  letter  from  St.  Helens  should  be  taken  seriously 
in  hand  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  Comrnittee -Mi- 
Skinner  rather  deprecated  reference  to  the  Ministry  ot 
Health  Committee,  on  the  ground  that  it  was  limited  in 
its  membership,  and  seldom  met.-^lNIr.  Rowsell  took  excep- 
tion to  Mr  Skinner's  observation,  stating  that  the  L-om- 
mittee  named  met  frequently  and  when  there  was  necessity. 
— jNIr  Skinner:  There  was  a  recent  meeting  at  which  only 
two  members  attended.-Mr.  Rowsell  :  And  I  have  attended 
every  meeting  of  the  Committee,  but  I  was  not  present 
at  that  one.  (Laughter.)-After  f^ft^^^f '^^J^.^',""  ^iVst' 
agreed  that  the  points  .raised  in  the  letter  from  the  St. 
Helens  Chemists'  Association  be  referred  to  the  M  nistry 
of  Health  Committee,  and  that  Mr.  Skinner  be  added  to 
that  Committee.

The  report  of  the  Secretary  stated  that  a  report  had 
been  received  from  the  Dean  regarding  the  usual  prize 
examinations  at  the  termination  of  the  Major  course,  and 
recommending  that  the  following  awards  should  be  made :

The  examiners  in  the  Council  Prizes  Competition  (Messrs. 
Fritch,  Hampshire,  and  Peck)  reported  that  there  were 
six  competitors,  and  that  three  candidates  obtained  tho 
requisite  number  of  marks,  as  follows  :

A  formal  resolution  was  passed  confirming  the  awards. 
Indusieial  Council. 

Included  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary  was  a  statement 
to  the  effect  that  he  had  attended  the  adjourned  Confer- 
ence of  the  Delegates  from  all  the  distributive  trades  on 
April  24.  As  a  result  of  that  C'onference  a  letter  covering 
a  draft  definition  of  the  distributive  trades  for  the  pur- 
pose of  the  application  of  the  Trades  Boards  Act  had 
been  sent  to  the  representatives  of  the  trades  present  at

t-he  Conference.  This  letter,  received  from  the  Ministry  of 
Labour,  and  dated  April  29,  stated  that  the  draft  definition 
was  intended  to  indicate  the  scope  of  the  trade  within 
which  the  decisions  of  the  Trade  Beard  or  Trade  Boards 
would  apply,  and  invited  amendments  or  suggestions  with 
a  view  of  making  tlie  definition  as  convenient  and  practical 
as  possible,  having  regard  to  trade  arrangements  and 
practices.  It  further  stated  that  the  Minister  of  Labour 
has  power  under  one  Order  to  set  up  as  many  Trade  Boards 
as  might  be  required  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  trade  defined 
in  that  Order,  and  that  the  settlement  of  the  definition 
would  leave  open  the  question  as  to  the  number  of  Trade 
Boards  required.  In  accordance  with  the  wish  of  the  Con- 
ference, it  was  proposcil  to  obtain  the  nominations  of  the 
organisations  in  the  various  sections  of  the  distributive 
trade  for  membership  of  the  Trade  Board  or  Boards  with 
a  view  to  the  discussion  by  those  representatives  of  the 
question  as  to  the  number  of  Boards  required.  The  Council 
were  invited  to  forward  their  observations  within  three 
weeks  in  order  that  the  points  raised  might  be  considered 
as  early  as  possible. 

Mr.  Skinneh,  after  stating  tliat  he  did  not  want  the 
Council^  and  himself  to  be  working-  at  cross-purposes  in 
connection  with  the  definition  relating  to  chemists  and 
druggists,  remarked  that  the  organisation  ho  represented 
had  been  called  upon  to  offer  recommendations  and  sug- 
gestions relative  to  that  definition  in  the  same  way  as 
the  Council  had  been.  At  his  reauest  a  meeting  of  "that 
organisation  had  been  postponed  because  it  was  thought 
the  Council  might  perhaps  raise  some  objection  to  the 
Tsording  of  the  clause  excluding  chemists,  and  that  his 
organisation  might  work  in  harmonv  with  th'-m  Obviously 
that  wording  was  insufficient  to  cover  all  the  circum'- 
stances.  He  knew  what  forces  were  at  the  back  of  the 
movement  to  get  a  large  section  of  the  departmental  stores 
within  the  Trades  Boards,  and  this  would  happen  unless 
they  by  some  definition  could  have  absolute  jurisdiction 
over  them.  What  he  most  desired  was  that  the  Council 
should  agree  to  a  definition  that  would  bo  acceptable  to 
nis  organisation. 

The  Seceetaht  explained  that  the  definition  given  in  the 
omcial  communication  was  one  for  which  no  one  connected 
with  pharmacy  was  responsible.  So  far  as  he  was  aware 
it  w_as  put  there  by  a  Government  Department 

After  some  discussion  the  Council  resolved  itself  into 
Committee  and  deliberated  in  private.  No  announcement 
wa^  m,ade  in  public  as  to  the  decision  they  arrived  at  re- 
garding tiie  official  definition  on  which  suggestions  .and  re- 
commendations were  invited  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour. 

Apothecaries'  Assistants. 
.  The  President  moved  a  resolution  embodying  the  follow- 
ing by-law  :

Speaking  in  support  of  the  resolution,  the  President  said 
f^"*^  specially  to  accentuate  the  fact  that  it  had  only 
been  after  very  prolonged,  serious,  and  careful  deliberation 
that  the  decision  had  been  arrived  at  to  ask  the  Society 
to  adopt  the  by-law  he  now  proposed.  He  thought  the 
tnanks  of  the  Council  were  specially  due  to  Mr.  White  for 
the  very  great  and  active  interest  he  had  taken  in  the 
matter  which  it  covered.  That  gentleman  had  negotiated 
matters  with  the  Privy  Council  extremely  well,  and  as  he 
said  when  President,  it  was  essential  for  the  Society  in  this 
instance  to  give  somethine  in  order  to  pet  something.  Per- 
sonally,  he  thought  Mr.  White  had  made  a  very  good  bar- 
gf.m  with  the  Privy  Council  if  the  Society  could  carry  the 
thing  through  to  a  successful  conclusion.  Tlie  President 
said  he  hoped  the  Council  would  advise  the  Society  to  pass' 
this  by-law,  which  will  be  read  presently  for  the  first  time, 
and  he  felt  confident  that  if  they  can  get  this  thing  out 
of  the  way  it  will  simplify  the  position  very  much  indeed. 


Mr.  White,  in  seconding  the  adoption  of  the  resolution,, 
remarked  that  they  had  to  go  a  very  long  time  back  in 
order  to  realise  how  the  matter  arose.  Tne  Act  of  1908 
was  admitted  to  have  been  very  valuable  in  consolidating' 
pharmaceutical  interests,  and  without  it  they  should  by 
this  time  have  been  in  a  very  awkward  and  difficult  situa- 
tion. Unfortunately  something  slipped  in  at  the  last 
moment.  Everyone  knew  about  the  new  form  of  the  extra, 
provision  which  was  introduced  by  the  Government  at  the 
time.  At  the  time  the  Act  was  passed,  Mr.  White  went 
on  to  say,  the  representatives  of  the  Council  dc-aling  with 
the  matter  did  not  see,  and  could  not  imagine,  the  position, 
which  would  arise  in  the  interpretation  which  the  Privy- 
Council  now  put  upon  that  particular  section.  They  re- 
garded the  provision  as  purely  permissive,  and  they  took 
good  oa.re  to  secure  legal  advice  which  supported  that  view. 
Unfortunately  the  Privy  Council  with  whom  they  had  to 
deal  took  an  entirely  different  one.  They  did  tkieir  best 
to  convince  the  Privy  Council  tiiat  they  wore  wrong,  but, 
without  success,  with  the  result  that  they  found  tliemsolves 
in  an  impasse.  They  came  to  the  conclusion  that  so  long 
as  this  lasted  the  affairs  of  the  Society  and  of  pharmacy 
would  be  in  a  difficult  situation,  and  that  it  would  be 
impossible  to  sccur?  anj-  future  legislation  or  any  altera- 
tion in  matters  affecting  pharmacy  with  the  interminable 
question  always  arising.  As  a  matter  of  practical  politics,, 
they  considered  how  best  it  was  to  get  rid  of  it.  Broadly 
speaking',  the  effect  of  the  resolution  would  be  to  get 
rid  of  the  difficulty  once  and  for  all  at  a  very  reasonable 
cost.  It  to  some  extent  involved  a  sacrifice  of  principle, 
and  he  admitted  that  ho  was  now  mating  his  own  words, 
but  l'»e  was  doing  so  in  the  interests  of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Skinner,  disclaiming  any  intention  or  desire  to  score 
off  any  members  of  the  Council,  submitted  that  the  pro- 
posed bv-law  settled  rothing  at  all  further  than  satisfying 
a  ifew  clamant  individuals  in  the  County  of  London.  The 
fact  that  they  were  going  to  bring  in  anything  up  to  150 
of  these  was  incidental  and  accidental,  but  the  Association 
which  had  been  kicking  up  such  a  dust  for  the  past  ten 
years  over  this  matter  was  a  very  small  affair.  They  could 
count  its  members  on  the  fingers  of  the  two  hands.  He 
contended  that  the  proposed  by-law  did  not  wipe  out  the 
claims  made  by  the  Privy  Council.  The  fact  that  tliey 
specified  a  certain  date  within  which  claims  for  admission 
must  be  made  did  not  alter  ^the  fact  that  others  might 
clamour  for  admission  and  sit  on  the  doorstep  of  the  Privy 
Council  Office  asking  for  it.  If  thev  did  not  get  a  sympa- 
thetic hearing  from  the  present  Privy  Council,  how  were 
the  Council  to  know  that  they  might  not  get  a  sympathetic 
hearing  from  the  House  of  Commons  -when  any  new  legisla- 
tion was  put  forward  ?  He  submitTted  that  during  war-time 
pharmacy  had  been  indebted  to  the  apothecaries'  assistants 
of  this  country — very  greatly  indebted  to  them.  {A  Voice  : 
"Shame!  ")  He  also  submitted  that  the  time  had  arrived 
when  they  should  deal  with  the  whole  question  in  a  states- 
manlike manner.  He  therefore  moved  that  it  be  referred 
back  to  the  Cominittee  to  deal  with  the  whole  question,  and 
see  whether  some  solution  could  not  be  evolved  for  settling- 
it. 

Mr.  Wolff  asked  whether  the  newer  of  making  by-laws 
in  terms  of  Section  4  of  the  Aot  of  1906.  admitting  to  the 
Register  the  persons  specified,  was  compulsory  or  per- 
missive? He  also  a,sked  -whether  the  question  of  the  admis- 
sion of  qualified  military  dispensers  was  likely  to  oome  up 
in  an  acute  form  if  the  proposed  new  bv-law  passed  into 
law,  and  what  guarantee  the  Council  had  that  the  admis- 
sions it  would  authorise  would  be  final? 

The  Secretary,  answering  the  first  question,  said  that  the 
Council  had  alwavs  maintained  that  it  was  entirely  within 
their  discretion  whether  they  made  the  by-laws  referred  to 
in  the  section  or  not.  The  position  was  that  the  Privy- 
Council  said  that  the  opposition  to  the  Act  of  1908  "which 
came  from  a  certain  quarter  was.  at  the  last  moment,  com- 
promised by  the  Government  in  order  to  allow  the  Bill  to  - 
go  throuffh,  and  that  it  was  in  consequence  of  the  Govern- 
ment ag'-eeing  to  the  section  mentioned  that  the  opposition 
of  those  acting  for  the  apothecary  assistants  at  thnt  time 
wns  withdrawn  nnd  the  Bill  was  allowed  to  pass.  So  that, 
whilst  it  was  within  the  discretion  of  the  Council  to  pnss  or 
not  pass  the  by-laws  mentioned  in  the  section,  the  Privy 
Council  _ said  there  was  an  obligalion  uoon  them  to  exer- 
cise their  discretion  by  passing  the  by-law.  With  regard 
to  Mr.  Wolff's  second  question,  it  was  quite  possible  that, 
whatever  might  be  done  that  day,  any  section  of  the  com- 
munity not  covered  by  the  proposed  bv-law  might  consider 
thev  had  a  claim  for  admiission.  It  might  be  that  aualified 
military  dispensei-s  might  make  F"ch  a  claim,  but'  it  had 
never  been  started  or  supported.  He  suggested  that  as  the 
War  Office  had  now  officially  recosrnised  in  their  own  Ai-my 
Council  Insti-uctions  the  distinf^tion  between  pharmacists 
and  Army  compounders,  it  would  be  almost  impossible  for 
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fche  Army  oompounders  to  make  tJiat  claim.  The  War  Office 
did,  during  the  passing  of  the  National  Insurance  Act, 
attempt  to  have  provisions  made  in  regard  to  Aiuny  com- 
pounders, but  in  consequence  of  the  negotiations,  of  visits 
paid  by  officials  of  the  War  Office  to  their  examinations, 
and  to  the  present  Chairmian  of  the  School  Committee, 
that  claim  was  abandoned.  An  answer  to  the  third  ques- 
tion might  be  given  in  these  words :  "  So  far  as  it  is 
possible  for  the  existing  'holders  of  office  to  give  an  assur- 
ance binding  upon  their  successors,  such  an  assurance  was 
definitely  given  that  if  the  proposed  by-law  and  regulations 
become  operative  tihey  would  be  regarded  by  the  Privy 
Council  as  a  fulfilment  of  the  obligation  the  Privy  Council 
bad  held  was  imposed  under  Section  4  of  the  1906  Act  upon 
the  Pbanmaceutical  Society  to  make  a  by-law  for  the  pur- 
pose of  registering  without  examination." 

Mr.  Wolff  contended  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  pro- 
posed by-law  which  said  that  by  adopting  it  the  Society 
"bad  fulfilled  its  obligation,  nor  was  there  anything  to 
prevent  other  applications  for  admission  being  made. 

The  Seceetahy  pointed  out  that  if  it  became  operative 
the  proposed  by-law  would  complete  the  Society's  obliga- 
tion, -and  it  ceased  to  be  operative  after  January  1,  1921. 

Mr.  HiNES,  in  seconding  Mr.  Skinner's  amendment,  ex- 
"pressed  the  opinion  that,  notwithstanding  the  inforimation 
.afforded  by  the  Secretary,  the  suggested  by-law  w-ould  not 
give  finality  to  the  matter.  It  would  create  a  most  dan- 
gerous precedent,  and  it  should  give  them  reason  to  pause. 

Mr.  Campkin,  after  stating  that  he  was  in  a  position  of 
great  difficulty  with  regard  to  the  question  at  issue,  said 
that  as  a  result  of  communications  he  had  received  from 
various  parts  of  the  country,  he  had  no  other  course  open 
to  him  than  that  of  supporting  the  proposal  for  reference 
back.  He  had  neither  seen  nor  heard  of  -any  relaxation 
in  connection^  with  examinations  for  the  medical  profession 
■cr  in  connection  with  examinations  for  degrees  of  any  kind. 
Ik  view  of  the  receipt  of  communications  from  all  parts, 
he  felt  that  he  would  not  be  justified  in  voting  for  tne 
passing  of  the  by-law  proposed.  He  believed  that  in  the 
case  of  hundreds,  it  might  be  thousands,  of  men  who  had 
^^ndergone  the  curriculum  and  undergone  studies  involving 
great  expense  to  secure  their  qualification,  there  would  be 
strong  feelings  of  jealousy  if  the  by-law  were  passed.  If 
lie  might  speak  personally,  he  would  say  that  he  had  three 
sons,  every  one  of  whom  had  passed  the  series  of  examina- 
tions both  in  connection  with  pharmacy  and  with  p,'  degree. 
They  were  representative  of  a  class  of  men  who  would  feel 
jealous  because  of  the  proposed  departure  from  the  ordinary 
conditions  attached  to  admission  to  the  Register. 

The  President  read  the  amendment  las  submitted  in 
writing  by  Mr.  Skinner,  as  follows  : 

That  it  be  referred  back  to  the  Law  Committee,  with 
the  recommendation  that  they  should  consider  the  whole 
question  of  apothecaries'  assistants  in  order  to  try  to 
find  a  solution. 

He  did  not  regard  the  amendment  as  a  good  one,  because 
at  simply  proposed  that  the  Committee  should  do  what  it 
had  already  done.  No  one  regretted  more  than  he  did  the 
fact  that  they  had  yet  to  compromise  on  this  matter.  (Hear, 
hear.)  After  all  he  did  not  think  they  were  going  to 
concede  very  much,  and  with  regard  to  the  storm  of  oppo- 
sition which  it  Wias  said  woidd  be  raised  by  those  who  had 
passed  the  Qualifying  examinations,  he  did  not  think  the 
people  who  talked  in  that  way,  or  even  made  suggestions 
in  that  direction,  had  any  conception  of  the  conditions 
that  were  attached  to  the  proposed  by-law.  When  tlrese 
facts  became  common  property  they  would  put  a  different 
complexion  on  the  whole  thing. 

Mr.  Wolff  said  he  was  not  now  so  confident  as  he  had 
been  that  the  Council  were  absolutely  compelled  to  pass 
ithe  proposed  by-law,  and  asked  if  the  Secretary  would  say 
that  they  were  actually  compelled  to  do  so. 

The  Pbesident  replied  that  they  had  thought  all  along 
that  Section  4  (&)  of  the  Act  of  1908  was  a  permissive 
section,  but  they  had  been  told  distinctly  that  it  was  a 
compulsory  one,  and  that  the  Society  must  exercise  their 
discretion  by  passing  the  by-law. 

In  order  that  a  full  explanation  of  all  the  circumstances 
relating  to  the  question  raised  by  Mr.  Wolft'  might  be 
given,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Secretary  should  be  per- 
mitted to  give  this  in  Committee. 

Mr.  Deakin  remarked  that  as  one  of  the  younger  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  he  disclaimed  responsibility  for  having 
anything  to  do  with,  or  being  implicated  in,  what  transpired 
relative  to  the  passing  of  the  Act  of  1908.  At  the  same 
time  he  had  to  face  facts,  and  he  believed  that  to  delay 
taking  steps  in  the  way  indicated  by  the  resolution  would 
De  dangerous. 

Mr.  Guthrie  said, he  knew  what  the  opinion  of  the  average 
man  of  the  country  was  upon  this  question  just  as  well  as 


other  gentlemen.  But  it  was  their  business  on  the  Council 
to  give  their  votes  in  general  on  the  information  that  was 
afforded  them.  None  of  them  liked  to  pass  the  resolution 
before  them,  but  he  feared  they  would  have  to  do  this,  as 
they  often  had  to  do  many  other  things,  because  they  could 
not  help  it. 

Miss  Buchanan  stated  that  there  is  a  degree  of  dissatis- 
faction among  the  women  pharmacists  regarding  the  ques- 
tion. As  they  were  very  largely  engaged  in  institutional 
work,  it  came  very  much  home  to  them.  Knowing  what 
he  did  as  a  member  of  the  Council,  knowing  what  the 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  Council  did  not  know,  she 
would  vote  for  the  proposed  additional  by-law,  but  she 
■/ould  ask  that  one  little  statement  should  be  made  which, 
she  thought,  would  go  far  towards  helping  the  wonien 
pharmacists  to  look  ,at  the  question  from  a  different  point 
of  view ;  it  was  that  they  as  pharmacists,  as  well  as_  mem- 
bers of  the  Council,  individually  deplore  the  necessity  for 
the  by-law,  aaid  that  they  did  not  want  to  give  away  their 
qualification  any  more  than  any  other  pharmacist  did. 

On  a  division  three  members  supported  the  amendment 
and  fourteen  the  resolution.  A  request  that  the  vote  should 
be  recorded  having  been  made  and  supported  by  the  re- 
quisite number  of  members,  a  division  was  taken,  Messrs. 
Skinner,  'Hines,  and  Campkin  being  the  minority. 

On  being  put  as  a  substantive  resolution,  the  by-law  was 
read  a  first  time.  .  ,  ,,  • 

The  Council  adjourned  at  7  p.m.  till  the  following 
morning.  i  '       r      a  i 

The  meeting  was  resumed  on  Wednesday,  May  7,  when 
Mr.  W.  L.  Currie,  the  President,  again  occupied  the  chair. 
All', the  members  were  present  with  the  exception  of  Mr. 
Sargeo-nt. 

Annual  Meeting. 

It  was  resolved,  on  the  motion  of  the  President,  seconded 
by  Mr.  White,  that  the  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of 
the  Society  should  be  held  on  Wednesday,  May  21. 
Pharmacists  in  the  Army. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  report  by  the  Fred- 
dent,  as  chairman  of  the  deputation  who  waited  on  the 
Director-General  of  Medical  Services  re^garding  the  posi- 
tion of  pharmacists  who  join  the  R.A.M.C.  : 

The  Director-General  of  Medical  Services  was  commuiiioatcd  with 
in  accordance  with  the  resolution  passed  on  March  5,  1919.  On 
April  2  he  received  a  deputation  from  the  Council ;  the  deputation 
was  introduced  bv  Mr.  W.  J.  Uglow  Wooloock,  M.P.  The 
Director-General,  as  the  result  of  a  long  conference,  expressed 
his  regret  that  there  had  been  a  misunderstanding,  «nd  insteaa 
of  asking  the  representatives  to  mcot  his  offtcers  on  the  basis  ot 
the  previous  conferences  decided  to  appoint  a  Joint  Committee 
of  officers  from  the  Department  and  of  the  nominees  of  the  Society 
to  go  thoroughly  into  the  whole  question  and  submit  to  him  a 
ioint  report,  the  deputation  came  away  satisfied  that  fair 
T  H  J  C.  Goodwin  is  generally  anxious  to  meet  as  far  as  he 
possibly  can  the  views  which  have  been  put  before  hini  on  behalf 
of  the  Society,  and  in  view  of  the  fresh  material  and  evidence 
which  is  available  as  the  result  of  partial  demobilisation.  I  am 
sanguine  that  the  already  strong  case  submitted  to  the  War 
Office  by  us  will  be  made  even  stronger,  and  that  there  i«  reason- 
able hope,  as  the  result  of  the  status  of  the  Society's  representa- 
tives on  the  proposed  Committee,  of  great  improvement  in  the 
service  resulting.  The  members  of  the  original  Committee  were  Mr. 
Edmund  White,  Mr.  A.  H.  Jenkin,  Mr.  E.  A.  Atkins,  and  the 
Secretary  I  suggest  that  the  Council  should  consider  the  ad- 
visability of  asking  Maior  E.  S.  Peek  and  Major  G.  W.  Harris, 
whose  pharmaceutical  and  military  experience  weuld  bo  inraluable 
to  act  on  this  Committee;  as  Mr.  Atkins  since  his  appointment 
was  commissioned  and  is  still  in  the  Service  he  might  feel  some 
diffidence  about  serving.  The  former  Committee  consisted  of  foiir 
members;  there  would  probably  be  no  objection  to  its  increase  to 
six. 

The  President  added  that  the  deputation  were  very  well 
received,  and  were  greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  Woolcock,  M.P., 
for  the  way  in  which  ho  introduced  them.    He  believed  the 

D.  G.M.S.  was  anxious  that  negotiations  with  his  Depart- 
ment on  the  points  at  issue  should  be  carried  to  a  ^greater 
success,  and  it  was  too  evident  that  there  had  been  a  mis- 
understanding on  the  occasion  of  the  previous  conferences. 

The  report  was  adopted,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the 
Committee  dealing  with  the  subject  should  consist  of  Mr. 

E.  White,  Mr.  A.  H.  Jenkin,  Major  Peck,  Major  Hams, 
and  the  President. 

Benevolent  Fund. 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  recom- 
mended grants  in  four  cases  of  amounts  varying  from  10/. 
to  2bl.    They  also  announced  the  deaths  of  two  annuitants, 
one  of  whom  was  elected  in  1917  and  the  other  m  1918. 
War  Auxiliary  Benevolfnt  Fund. 

The  report  of  this  Committee,  submitted  by  Mr.  Parry, 
contained  recommendations  that  grant®  should  be  niade 
and  assistance  rendered  in  a  number  Of  'oases,  and  all  these 
were  agreed  to. 
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Finance  Committee. 
The  financial  statement  for  the  month  showed  that  the 
receipts  under  the  General  Fund,  including  a  balance  at 
last  meeting  of  5,872?.  9s.  Id,.,  had  amounted  to  8,776Z.  lis.  Id. 
They  included  the  following  items :  Penalties  and  costs, 
4s.  6d. ;  "  Journal  "  and  publications,  49Z.  4s.  5d.  ;

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  May  6  recom- 
mended payments  .amounting  to  1,170?.  Os.  Id.,  that  3,000?. 
of  the  balance  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  War  Auxiliary 
Benevolent  Fund  be  placed  on  deposit,  and  that  2,000?.  on 
the  Benevolent  Fund  Donation  Account  be  invested  in  War 
stock. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted  w-ithout  com- 
ment. 

Local  Associations  Committee. 

The  report  of  the  Local  Associations  Committee  of  May  6 
embodied  recommendations  on  resolutions  of  the  Conference 
which  required  immediate  action.  The  most  important  of 
these  was  the  recommendation  that  local  Associations 
should  make  such  alterations  in  their  rules  as  will  pro- 
vide that  only  retail  proprietor  pharmacists  should  be  mem- 
bers, all  others  to  be  retained  as  associate  members,  with- 
out power  to  vote  at  the  election  of  the  L.A.E.  or  on 
matters  referred  to  the  Association  by  the  Industrial 
Council. 

Mr.  Jenein  proposed  the  following  resolution  : 

That  existing  local  Associations  be  constituted  local 
branches  of  the  Society,  and  that  they  be  requested  to 
encourage  the  setting-up  of  separate  employers'  and  em- 
ployes' associations  for  the  purpose  of  the  formation 
in  each  area  of  a  District  Industrial  Council. 
A  lengthy  discussion  ensued,  as  a  result  of -which  the 
resolution  was  sent  back  to  the  Committee  for  further  con- 
sideration. 

MiNiSTEY  OF  Health. 
*  The  Secbetaey  reported  that  an  intimation  had  been 
received  from  the  Medical  Parliamentary  Committee, 
20  Hanover  Square,  to  send  a  representative  to  attend  a 
Conferenca  between  that  Committee  and  other  organisa- 
tions at  Westminster  on  May  2.  There  being  no  opportu- 
nity to  consult  the  Council  he  asked  Mr.  Chater  to  attend 
for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  what  took  place,  and  of  ex- 
plaining if  necessary  that  the  Council  of  the  Society  had 
not  yet  had  the  proposals  of  the  Comriiittee  brought  to  their 
notice.  It  was  stated  that  on  this  Committee  pharmacy 
would  be  represented  by  a  membsr  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britam  and  a  member  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland. 

After  some  discussion  it  was  resolved  that  in  the  event  of 
an  invitation  being  received  to  appoint  a  representative  of 
the  Society  on  the  Committee  named  Mr.  Rowsell  be  re- 
quested to  act,  and  that  the  Secretary  should  co-operate  with 
him  should  a  second  representative  be  acceptable  by  the 
Committee. 

Co-operative  Societties  and  Income-tax. 
In  terms  of  previous  notice  Mr.  Wolfe  moved  : 

That  this  Council  deprecates  the  non-payment  of 
income-tax  by  co-operative  societies,  inasmuch  as  they 
are  purely  trading  concerns. 

Mr.  Keall  seconded  the  resolution,  which  was  adopted 
by  a  majority  after  a  brief  discussion. 

A  Degjiee  in  Phaemact. 

Miss  Buchanan,  in  terms  of  previous  notice,  moved : 
That  it  be  referred  to  the  Library,  Museum,  School, 

and    House    Comimittee   to    approach    the  appropriate 

authorities  wiih  the  view  to  the  establishment  of  a  degree 

in  pharmacy  of  the  University  of  London. 
She  expressed  the  hope  that  on  some  future  occasion  she 
might  have  the  opportunity  of  saying  something  on  the 
subjeoti  '  On  the  present  occasion  she  simply  asked  the 
Council  to  endorse  the  idea  w^hich  her  proposal  embodied. 
She  hoped  the  Committee  to  whom  it  would  be  referred 
would  give  great  thought  to  the  suggestion  for  the  founda- 
tion of  such  a  College  of  PharTnacy  as  would  be  acceptable 
to  the  University  of  London  in  the  very  near  future. 

Mr.  GiFFOHD  seconded  the  resolution,  which  was  unani- 
mous.ly  agreed  to.

There  is  a  distijnotly  healthier  tone  in  the  chemical  and 
drug  markets,  ajid  business  generally  is  docidtdly  brisker 
in  many  directions.  The  sagging  movement  in  pharma- 
ceutical chemicals  has  not  yet  been  arrested,  especially  in. 
those  of  which  a  surplus  exists  in  makers'  hands,  this  attect- 
ing  articles  like  aspirin,  salicylates,  and  lienzoic  acid. 
Cocaine  and  barbitone  are  cheaper.  Bromides  are  slightly 
easier,  but  there  is  a  good  seasonable  demand.  Engli.sh 
and  J  apanese  refined  camphor  are  dearer.  Citric  acid  is  in. 
good  dema.ad,  tartaric  acid  is  steady,  and  cream  of  tartar 
IS  nominal.  Codeine  and  morphine  salts  are  easier  in 
sympathy  with  the  opium  situation.  Quicksilver  is  un- 
expectedly 1?.  dearer,  and  mercurials  will  follow  the  ad- 
vance. Phenacetin  has  had  a  marked,  rise,  as  stocks  are. 
being  worked  off.  Acetic  acid  is  cheaper.  Rectified  spirit 
and  absolute  alcohol  are  dearer  on  the  Budget  announce- 
ment ;  while  non-medicinal  preparations  containing  spirit 
have  been  advanced.  Among  drugs  and  oils,  balsam  tolu 
is  firmer,  likewise  menthol ;  areca  and  golden  seal  are 
cheaper  ;  ergot  and  buchu  are  still  very  scarce  ;  good  colo- 
cynth  is  firmer.  Florentine  orris  and  liquorice-juice  are 
lower.  Lime  oil  and  lime-juice  are  cheaper.  Linseed  and 
rape  oils  are  dearer.  Canary,  caraway,  coriander,  ^nd 
fenugreek  seeds  have  heen  in  much  better  demand,  and  are 
all  higher.  In  our  editorial  columns  reference  is  made  to 
the  draft  Peace  Treaty  in  relation  to  the  future  imports  of 
German  chemicals.

Drug-ti-ade  Union. 

Sie,— Your  leading  article  on  the  organising  of  the  drug- 
trade  (C.  (t  D.,  May  3,  p.  59j  was  very  timely,  and  shoulc) 
boar  fruit  in  getting  our  men  to  apply  common  sense  to 
the  matter  of  organisation.  Another  little  incident  came  to 
my  knowledge  this  week.  It  was  a  document  drawn  up 
by  th3  sarpe  union  v/hich  you  pilloried.  The  document  in 
question  was  dealing  with  the  training  necessary  for  de- 
mobilieed  men  for  the  various  distributive  trades.  Drapers" 
assistants,  said  this^  authority,  require  two  years;  chemists" 
assistants  reciuire  six  months.  The  organiser  of  this  union 
is  an  authority  on  the  drapery  trade,  and  knows  what  is 
needed,  but  when  he  comes  to  the  chemist's  business  he 
knows  very  little ;  yet,  even  he,  to  my  certain  knowledge, 
knows  ten  times  more  than  the  general  labourer  organisers 
who  are  visiting  our  big  centres  and  pressing  chemists' 
assistants  to  join  general  labour  unions.

Sie, — Your  interesting  article  on  "  Organising  the  Drug- 
trade  "  ,  (C.  ct'  D.,  May  3,  p.  59)  arrives  at  the  conclusion 
that  Associations  representing  employed  for  the  purposes 
of  an  Industrial  Council  must  be  organised  as  trade  unions. 
Any  evidehC3  of  a  contrary  nature  is  lightly  brushed  aside 
as  incorrect,  however  important.  The  Industrial  Recon- 
struction Council  is  the-  body  set  up  by  the  GovcTument  for 
the  express  purposa  of  carrying  into  practice  the  establish- 
ment of  Industrial  Councils,  and  therefore  their  statement 
th.at  "  any  Association  (it  need  not  necessarily  be  a  trade 
union)  that  is  organised  so  as  to  voice  the  opinion  of  the 
workers  is  entitled  to  representation  on  such  Council"  is 
an  authoritative  ono,  and  holds  the  field  against  any  evi- 
dence you  have  to  offer.  Furthermore,  let  me  quote  the 
report  of  Sir  W.  Glyn-Jones's  speech  at  the  Confei*ence 
of  Local  Association  Delegates  :  "  They  would  be  advised 
to  join  some  org'anisiation  ;  either  to  join  an  existing  union 
or,  if  they  choose,  to  join  an  Association,  which  need  not 
be  registered  under  the  Trade  Union  Act,  but  which  can 
perform  the  functions  of  a  trade  union  for  this  purpose." 
Do  those  words  indicate  any  change  of  front  such  as  you 
suggest?  You  argue  further  that  private  Associations  have 
not  the  power  to  control  their  members  which  trade  unions 
have,  and  "  hence  cannot  acquire  a  status  entitling  them 
to  represent  assistants  on  an  Industrial  Council."  Let  me 
arsk  what  power  an  Association  of  employers  has  over  its 
members  ?  Yet  they  will  be  recognised  without  a  trade 
union  constitution.  In  the  last  resort  there  is  only  ono 
bond  on  either  side— that  of  honour.  If  that  bond  suffices 
in  ths  case  of  en^iployers,  I  trust  it  will  also  suffice  in  the 
case  of  phannaceutical  employe.?.  Those  responsible  for 
the  Mancl-3ster  movement  believe  that  the  majority  of  skillerl 
workers  in  pharmacy,  qualified  and  unqualified,  would 
prefer  a  private  Association  to  a  tr.ade  union.  If  that  l>e 
so,  we  hone  to  become  the  most  representative  body  of  the 
craft.  Under  those  circumstances  the  choice  would  lie 
between  recognisina-  us  or  having  a  non-representative  In- 
dustrial. Co'uncil,  which  would  manifestly  be  an  absurdity.

Sie, — Kindly  allow  me,  as  a  regular  subscriber  to  'The 
Chemist  and  Deuggist,  to  make  a  few  remarks  regarding 
the  proposed  National  Chemists'  Assistants'  Afsociaticn. 
originatec^  in  Manchester.  Perchance  some  readers  at  a 
distance  arc  impressed  by  the  manifesto  in  your  last  v^eek's 
issue;  a  few  truths  from  one  conversant  with  the  conditions 
of  the  drug-trade  in  Manchester  may  serve  to  undeceive 
them.  In  the  first  place,  it  may  amuse  them  to  know  that 
tho  jManchester  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association  does  not 
represent  5  ner  cent,  of  the  assistants  and  drug  and  cbemioal 
workers  in  jNTancheHer.  Its  cast  record  has  nothing  to  com- 
mend it,  all  its  doings  being  overshadowed  ^by  an  over- 
powering fear  of  the  emplovers.  Its  leaders,  some  of  them 
at  least."  work  in  places  where  almost  everyone  else  is  a, 
member  of  a  tr.ade  union,  from  which  they  proudly  hold 
themselves  aloof.  The  reason  seems  to  be  that  they  are 
determined  to  be  leaders,  never  mind  what  quandary  they 
may  land  themselves  into,  together  witVi  their  deluded 
followers.  Truly,  if  the  lilind  lead  the  blind,  both  shall 
fall  into  th-^  (jitch.  But  I  submit  that  none  are  so  blind 
as  those  who  wilfully  close  their  eyes  to  facts.  About  a 
month  ago  a  irai:8  me-'ti'rg  <-.f  chemists'  assistants  wo.s  held 
in    Manchester    (at  which  I  was    present)  to  consider  a 
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\\'Tii4ley  Council.  During  the  meeting  it  was  pointed  out 
repeatedly,  even  to  weariness,  that  the  Government  will  re- 
cognise none  but  trade  unions  as  eligible  to  represent  em- 
ployes on  a  Trade  Board  or  Industrial  Council.  The 
leaders  of  the  Association  would  not  admit  this,  however, 
and  the  result  is  to  be  seen  in  the  hare-brained  scheme  of 
a  National  Association  as  outlined  in  your  last  week's  issue.. 
Perhaps  the  fact  that  one  of  the  leaders  is  a  Boots'  manager, 
and  labouring  under  the  delusion  created  by  the  cii'cular- 
letter  mentioned  in  your  leading  article,  may  account  for 
much.  It  is  now  established  by  the  Government  them- 
selves that  an  Association  as  suggested  is  absolutely  useless, 
and  will  have  no  recognition  on  either  a  Tra^de  Board  or 
«,n  Indiistrial  Council.  Such  ill-considered  schemes  as  this 
National  Association  idea  lead  to  a  dissipation  of  enei'gy 
into  useless  channels.  It  may  also  interest  your  readers  lo 
icnow  that  the  Manchester  C.A.A.  is  under  the  segis  of  the 
Manchester  Association  of  Ciiemist  Employers,  two  dele- 
gates of  which  keep  a  watchful  eye  on  all  its  proceed- 
ings. .  .  .  Needless  to  say,  the  employers  are  highly  de- 
lighted with  the  suggested  Association.  As  one  of  them 
gleefully  explained  to  me,  "  Only  a  union  can  legally  regu- 
late hours  and  w^ges ;  an  Association  can  do  nothing." 
Most  of  the  wholesale  men  are  already  organised  in  the 
National  Warehouse  and  General  Workers'  Union.  The 
retail  workers  a.re  badly  organised  owing  to  false  ideas  of 
professionalism.  My  advice  to  every  assistant  is  to  come 
down  off  the  ijedestal  and  join  a  trade  union  without  delay, 
preferably  the  Amalgamated  Society,  of  Pharmacists,  Drug 
and  Chemical  Workers.  Now  is  the  time ;  to-morrow  may 
be  too  late.  Let  all  the  money  and  energy  available  be 
directed  into  the  channels  recognised  by  the  Ministry  o£ 
Labour,  and  then  the  result,  will  be  a  better  state  of  life 
for  all  oonoerned.  Yours,  eto.,

Dental  Society  oi  Ireland. 

Sir, — Referring  to  "  Xrayser  II. 's"  criticism  (C.  &  D., 
May  3,  p.  57)  on  the  resolution  submitted  to  the  special 
meeting  of  the  Dental  Society  of  Ireland,  ^  I  should  like  to 
ask  him  if  he  had  a  copy  of  the  report  of^the  Dentists  Act 
Committee  at  the  time  of  his  criticism,  and  had  read  it 
carefully.  My  opinion  is  that  no  person  who  had  done  so — 
sinless  he  was  biassed  in  favour  of  the  dental  surgeons, 
•or  was  very  dense — could  fail  to  understand  cwhat  was 
meant.  The  plain  facts  are  that  if  the  recommendations 
■of  the  Dentists  Act  Committee  become  law  no  chemist  or 
druggist  will  be  registered  unless  he  can  show  that  his 
dental  practice  is  the  major  portion  of  his  business,  and 
when  registered  will  be  only  allowed  five  years  to  continue 
*o  carry  on  both  businesses,  after  which  he  must  choose 
between  one  or  the  other,  without  any  compensation  being 
granted  for  loss  sustained,  thus  creating  a  precedent  which 
would  obviously  be  unjust  in  view  of  the  fact  that  limited 
companies,  co-operative  societies,  doctors,  florists,  etc.,  all 
carry  on  more  than  one  business,  which  in  most  cases  en- 
croaches on  the  chemist's  or  druggist's  business.  Why,  there- 
fore, should  he  be  tied  down  when  practically  all  other 
professions  and  businesses  are  allowed  a  free  hand  ?  I  trust 
"  Xrayser  II."  will  understand  what  is  meant  now.  I 
would  further  add  that  we  are  determined  to  oppose  to  the 
utmost  of  our  power  what  we  look  upon  as  a  gross  injustice.

The  Purity  of  Aspirin.  _ 

Sir, — With  reference  to  the  paper  on  the  ''  Purity  of  Com- 
mercial Aspirin  and  Aspirin  Tablets  "  in  the  C.  tfc  D., 
April  26,  p.  60,  some  years  ago  I  had  to  make  exhaustive 
examinations  on  numerous  samples  of  aspirin.  When  deter- 
mining the  percentage  of  free  salicylic  acid  I  used  95  per 
cent,  alcohol  as  the  solvent  instead  of  the  dilute  alcoholic 
solvent  used  by  Mr.  Jones,  and  I  obtained  exceedingly 
good  violet  colours,  even  when  the  amount  of  free  salicylic 
acid  present  proved  to  be  less  than  0.02  per  cent.  It  seems 
possible  that  the  higher  results  obtained  by  Mr.  Jones 
may  probably  bo  due  to  hydrolysis  of  the  aspirin  in  the 
presence  of  so  much  water  in  the  solvent  used.  The  fact 
that  a  good  colour  was  obtained  tends  to  contradict  the 
statement  that  the  presence  of  large  quantities  of  alcohol 
have  a  depressing  effect  upon  the  colour  intensity.  It 
iwould  be  very  interesting  to  know  the  amount  of  free 
acetic  acid  present  in  the  samples  of  aspirin  upon  which 
Mr.  Jones  has  experimented,  as  this  is  a  very  common 
impurity,  especially  if  the  aam.ples  have  been  exposed  to 
damp  atmospheres.  As  aspirin  is  liable  to  be  made  from 
both  acetyl  chloride  and  acid  anhydride,  figures  stating 
the  chlorine  content  would  also  be  of  interest.

Emergency  Medicine  Supply. 

Sir, — While  agreeing-  with  "Xrayser  II."  that  it  is 
necessary  to  maintain  a  supply  of  medicines  in  case  of 
emergency,  I  differ  from  him  when  he  compares  our  posi- 
tion to  that  of  the  doctors.  First,  the  doctor  has  a  virtual 
monopoly  of  the  care  of  sick  persons  under  a  legal  protec- 
tion which  the  State  does  not  extend  to  pharmacists,  and 
as  the  person  who  is  ill  is  practically  bound  to  go  to  a 
doctor,  so  he  is  bound  to  answer  the  call.  Secondly,  the  doctor 
charges  a  largely  increased  fee  for  night  attendance,  and 
if  "Xrayser  II."  will  add  the  same  percentage  to  his  prices 
after  hours,  he  will  probably  liear  some  far  from  flattering 
remarks.  Thirdly,  a  pharmacy  is  open  all  day,  and  the 
pharmacist  has  to  be  in  attendance,  but  a  doctor  fixes  his 
own  hours,  and  if  a  patient  calls  and  finds  him  not  at  home 
he  cannot  retort  that  the  urgent  case  the  doctor  has  gone  to 
is  possibly  on  the  golf  links.  Fourthly,  the  professional 
status  of  a  medical  man  produces  an  attitude  of  respect  on 
the  parf  of  the  public  which  the  pharmacist  never  receives, 
and  his  night  bell  is  not  likely  to  bo  abused  by  unnecessary 
calls,  as  the  chemist's  frequently  is.  Whilst  not  claiming 
to  be  worse  off  than  other  pharmacists,  some  of  my  experi- 
ences have  been  singularly  unhappy  ;  in  one  case  I  charged 
face  value  for  an  infants'  food  urgently  required  after  hours, 
and  half  an  hour  later  another  ring  announced  the  return 
of  the  same  customer  with  a  stores  catalogue  to  show  me 
that  I  had,  charged  3id.  too  much.  Another  time  I  had  a 
telephone  call  at  3  a.m.  to  send  round  1  lb.  of  cotton  wool 
at  once  ;  but  the  height  of  abuse  was  reached  when  a  man, 
having  called  in  a  strange  doctor  in  the  night,  accompanied 
him  back  to  the  surgery  for  the  medicine,  and  the  doctor 
demanding  cash  payment,  he  rang  me  up  for  change  for 
a  sovereign  to  settle  the  account.

Charges  for  Packages. 

Sia_Is  it  not  time  someone  exposed  the  "box  charged" 
ramp'  of  the  country  wholesale  houses  ?  I  have  two  boxes 
just  delivered,  one  from  Brighton,  a  nondescript  knock-up 
of  boards  marked  "  iSunlight  Soap"  on  cne  side  and 
"  Lifebuoy  Soap  "  on  the  other.  It  measures  12  x  12  X  Is 
inches  and  probably  is  w^orth  od.  as  firewood.  It  is  charged 
to  me  Is.,  bd.  The  other,  from  Manchester,  is  marked 
"  Booth's  Herrings,"  measures  14  x  14  x  21,  and  is 
charged  2s.  bd.  These  bits  of  odds  and  ends  of  firewood 
will  cost  me  about  IM.  each  to  return,  besides  the  bother  of 
booking,  cost  of  advising  returns,  and  possible  loss.  Yet 
if  I  fail  to  return  them  I  must  pay  4s.  for  the  t^vo,  and 
sell  them  at  M.  each  to  poor  neighbour.  Tlie  loss  is  mine 
anyway.  Now  my  contention  is  that  these  wholesale  houses 
do  not  want  these  boxes  back.  The  boxes  cannot  possibly 
be  worth  what  thev  are  charged.  It  is  therefore  merely 
method  of  adding  an  extra  shilling  or  two  to  the  bill  on  the 
supposition  that  in  all  probability  the  receiver  will  not  take 
the  trouble  either  to  return  the  boxes  or  dispute  the  cnarge. 
Why  should  I  pay  tenpence  or  a  shilling  carriage  to  return 
three  or  four  pennyworth  of  wood?  And  why  should  the 
already  disjointed  "raihvay  service  be  burdened  with  the 
transport  of  rubbishv  boxes?  Surely  the  wholesalers  might 
chart^e  a  small  fee  for  such  boxes,  not  exceeding  sixpence, - 
and  "mark  them  non-returnable.  Booking,  transport,  and 
loss  would  be  saved  on  every  side.

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firmly,  but  gently,  what  we  mean  to  get  There  ■will  be  a 
number  of  annual  meetings  this  month,  and  I  beg  the  mem- 
bers of  local  Associations  to  pa.y  a  well-earned  compliment  to 
the  officers  and  active  members  by  being  present,  every  one

move  a  finger  to  bring  about.  Let  them  do  the  thing.  Do 
it  now,   and  stop  grousing.    Union   is  strength !

Legal  Queries. 


F.  D.  (136/21).— Quinine  and  Iron  Tonic  Label.— The 
expression  "  purifies  the  blood "'  renders  the  preparation 
liable  to  stamp-duty  unless  the  disclosure  is  adequate — 
I.e.,  that  quinine  and  iron  are  the  main  therapeutic  agents 
of  the  mixture. 

.  TF.  D.  B.  (130/27).— Balsam  of  Aniseed.— Reft rring  to 
our  previous  reply  to  your  inquiry  (C.  &  V.,  April  5,  p.  72), 
the  use  of  the  title  "'balsam  of  a,niseed  "  without  any  men- 
tion of  an  organ  of  the  body  or  disease  does  not  involve 
liability  to  stamp-duty. 

A.  T.  (129/11).— New  Depaetjient.— You  will  require  a 
licence  from  the  Minister  of  Labour  (application  should 
be  made  to  the  local  Employment  Exchange)  before  you 
can  opeix  a  department  in  your  business  -which  you  have 
not  pi'eviously  carried  on. 

C.  i.  H.  O.  (130/61). — (1)  It  is  not  necessary  under  the 
present  Copyright  Act  to  register  matter  at  Stationers' 
Hall.  If  you  wish  to  protect  a  tnade-mark  this  should  be 
registered  at  the  Patent  Office.  (2)  Your  solicitor  would 
carry  through  the  registration  of  a  private  limited  company. 

7.  B.  P.  (126/37)  is  mortgagee  under  three  mortgages  on 
house  property,  executed  before  the  war,  the  rate  of  interest 
secured  being  per  cent.  When  will  he  be  entitled  to 
increase  the  rate  of  interest  to  5  per  cent,  in  accoi-dance 
■\vith  the  Increase  of  Rent  and  Mortgage  Interest  (Restric- 
tions) Act,  1919 ;  and  is  he  now  at  liberty  to  call  in  the 
mortgages?  [If  the  mortgaged  houses  are  covered  by  the 
Increase  of  Rent  and  Mortgage  Interest  (War  Restrictio_ns) 
Act,  1915,  the  ,5  per  cent,  increase  in  the  rate  of  interest 
will  not  be  recoverable  until  the  expiration  of  six  months 
iifter  ths  termination  of  the  war.  If  the  houses  are  covered 
by  the  Act  passed  last  month  the  increase  may  be  made  at 
any  time.  In  either  case,  however,  the  rate  ,  of  interest 
ca.i  only  be  increased  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
mortgages  tliemselves.  Therefore,  unless  the  mortgagors 
agree  to  pay  the  higher  rate  of  interest  "  I.  R.  P.'s  "  oi^Jy 
course  is  to  give  notice  requiring-  repayment  of  the  mort- 
gag:es  or  payment  of  interest  at  5  per  cent.  The  length  of 
notice  required  depends  upon  the  terms  of  the  mortgages. 
Generally  speaking,  a  mortgagee  is  not  permitted  to  call  in 
a  mortgage  on  houses  covered  by  the  Acts,  provided  the 
mortgagor  pays  his  interest,  observes  his  covenants,  and 
keeps  the  property  in  a  proper  state  of  repair.  For  more 
definite  information  .as  to  his  position  mider  the  three 
mortgages  in  question  we  must  refer  "  I.  R.  P."  to  a 
solicitor.] 

G.  W.  B.  (126/38)  became  tenant  of  a  lock-up  shop  on  or 
about  the  March  cjuarter  day,  1914,  at  a  rent  of  26?.  per 
annum,  payable  quarterly.  It  was  understood  that  the 
tenancy  should  be  an  annual  one,  to  be  terminated  by  six 
jnonths'  notice,  expiring  upon  any  anniversary  of  the  com- 
mencement of  the  tenancy  :  but  there  was  no  written  agree- 
ment upon  this  point.  Subsequently  the  'premises  were 
bought  by  a  builder,  who  pullecl  down  an  old  shed,  which 
'"  G.  W.  B."  was  permitted  to  use  as  a  -\T(ai-ehouse,  and 
/built  a  better  shed  in  its  place ;  the  new  landlord  also 
improved  and  decorated  the  shop  premises.  A  few  weeks 
before  Christmas  last  the  landlord  informed  "  G.  W.  B." 
that  the  rent  would  be  inci'eased  to  30Z.  per  annum,  payable, 
as  before,  quarterly.  "  G.  W.  B."  agreed  to  the  increase 
in  rent,  and  paid  a  quarter's  rent  at  the  higher  rate  at 
Lady  Day.  Tlie  landlord  now  urges  "  G.  W.  B."  to  buy 
the  premises,  threatening  that  if  "  G.  W.  B."  declines  to 
do  so  he  will  be  given  six  months'  notice  in  June  next  to 
quit  the  premises  at  Christmas.  "  G.  W.  B."-  contends 
that  he  is  entitled  to  six  months'  notice  expiring  at  Lady 
Day,  1920;  is  his  contention  correct?  [We  are  of  opinion 
that  by  assenting  to  and  paying  a  higher  rent  during  the 
continuance  of  his  original  tenancy  "  G.  W.  B."  has 
acquiesced  in  the  creation  of  a  new  tenancy  as  from 
Christmas  last,  which  is  terminable  by  six  months'  notice.] 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries. 

When  samples  are  sent  particulars  sEould  be  supplied  to  us  as  to 
their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  for  and  how. 
We  do  not  undertake  to  analyse  and  report  upon  proprietary 
articles  nor  to  publish  supposed  formulas  for  them. 


T.  IF.  (107/65). — Salt  Stone  used  for  tempering  needles. 
— This  appears  to  be  a  fused  mixture  of  sodium  and  potas- 
sium nitrites.  Other  elements,  sulphates,  chlorides,  etc., 
are  absent. 

Lames  (122/30). — It  is  not  possible  now  to  acquire  the 
dental  qualihcation  without  going  through  the  curriculum 
(see  C.  t£'  D.,  August  24,  1918,  p.  46).  The  report  of  the 
Dentists  Act  Committee  recommends  certain  modifications 
ill  the  law  in  regard  to  those  unregistered  persons  who  are 
practising  dentistry,  and  also  favours  shoi-tening  the 
curriculum,  but  this  will  hardly  mett  your  customer  s 
requirements. 

2'.  B.  N.  (122/73).— You  need  not  be  afraid  that  the  vapour 
of  formaldehyde  will  affect  injuriously  a  fur  coat.  A  good 
way  of  fumigating  the  coat  is  to  hang  it  up  in  a  cupboard 
with  open  vessels  of  formalin  in  tlie  bottom  of  the  cupbcard. 

W.  V.  (121/58). — "  SuN-BR0N7,E  "  Fluid. — We  have  never 
worked  out  a  formula  for  "sun-bronze"  liquid  for  ffiving 
a  tanned  appearance  to  the  skin,  but  have  several^mcs 
suggested  that  such  a  fluid  might  be  made  with  harmless 
soluble  colours  such  as  logwood  extract,  or  carameP  svith 
or  without  the  addition  of  brown  umber. 

H.  S.  (132/48). — Lanolin  Patents.— We  published  par- 
ticulars of  the  lanolin  (expired)  patent  and  tiade-marks 
in  I'iiE  Chemist  and  Druggist,  March  20,  1915,  p.  47.  There 
are  no  patents  in  force  for  this  product  so  far  as  -we  are 
aw^are.  The  light  colour  of  the  product  is  obtained  by 
purification. 

/.  J'J.  (135/13). — Pharmacy  Pots.— It  is  not  possible  to 
give  from  photogmphs  a.  trustworthy  opinion  as  to  the  age 
and  value  of  the  tamarind-jars.  They  are  presumably 
perfect.  The  colour  and  paste  are  the  guides  as  to  whether 
they  are  Bristol,  Liverpool,  or  Lambeth  w^are.  Their  date, 
however,  seems  to  be  about  1750,  and  the  handles  and  knobs 
show  French  influence,  and  may  be  Nevers  or  Monastier 
faience.  The  decoration  is  , not  uncommon,  and  such  jars 
would  ]5robably  fetch  from  6/.  to  Tl.  in  a  London  auction- 
room.
